NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Broadway spots 
are looking forward to the passing of 
Labor Day, since this usually marks the 
beginning of Bright Light festivities and 
brings back all the summer commuters 
and vacationists. It also spells the clos- 
ing of most beach spots, which draw 
heavily against picture houses in sum- 
mer. 


According to a checkup, it is esti- 
mated that at least 60 night spots—new 
and reopenings—will bid for night life 
patronage this season. It will mean 
employment for many pands and per- 
formers. 


Legit, which used to start its active 
seasOn on Labor Day with at least half 
a dozen openings, has none scheduled 
for this season. There will be but one 
opening next week, Moun Over Mulberry 
Street. The much postponed Smile at 
Me finally opened last week and will de- 
pend upon LeBlang to carry it along un- 
til the season gets further under way. 

Picture houses in the Times Square 
belt are doing better business than at 
any time in the past few years. The 


Admissions, Sets a New Gate Mark 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 2.—All attend- 
ance records were broken at the 85th 
annual Ohio State Fair here on August 
26-31. Officials, led by Earl H. Hanefeld, 
State director of agriculture, and Wil- 
lard W. Ellenwood, assistant director and 
State fair manager, estimated that about 
500,000 passed thru turnstiles on paid 
admissions. This compares with 475,000 
last year, 225,000 in 1983 and 350,000 in 
1932. Admission was the same as last 
year, 10 cents for children and 25 cents 
for adults. 


Weather was ideal, being somewhat 
cooler than in previous years, and evi- 
dence of increased spending and larger 
incomes was noticeable thru increase in 
exhibitors, prizes offered and hike in 
the take of concessioners. 


Premiums totaled $116,827.50, 31 States 
being represented. Junior Fair attracted 
a new high for exhibitors, with more 
than 25,000 entered, as against about 
21,000 last year, to compete for prizes 
totaling $11,000.

NEW YORK, Aug 31.—The quality of radio programs came in for a panning 
this week from the Women’s National Radio Committee, thru Mme. Yolana Mero- 


Irion, advisory chairman of the WNRC. 


She spoke over WOR, the station giving 
her full fling on her say during one of the programs. 


Mme. Mero-Irion attacked 


crime stories, musical programs and radio advertisers, as well as giving a thoro 


going over to amateur shows. 
and that radio still has plenty of talent 
Some of her statements follow: 

I think I’d begin with crime stories 
because they have a pernicious effect 
upon young people. I know they are 
not intended as programs for children, 
but from ietters we receive in the office 
of the Women’s National Radio Com- 
mittee I understand they have a large 
audience of children. Even tho these 
broadcasts stress the fact that crime does 
not pay, weak-minded individuals are 
apt to get ideas from them; children 
imitate the hard-boiled accents of crim- 
inals in their play, and above all, the 
stories are much too exciting for young 
people’s nerves. The clanging of bells, 
piercing sirens, machine gun _ shots. 
hysterical screams—noise—noise—noise 
—heard thruout—are bad for them. 

Probably some radio official who is 
listening in is: going to pick me up on 
this and say, “Eut we can’t help it if 
parents let their children listen to such 
programs. We offer them for adults.” 
It is true that many parents do not 
teke an interest in the movies their 
children see or the radio programs they 
hear, Unfortunately, it is just the chil- 
dren of such homes, where the upbring- 
ing is faulty, who should not be per- 
mitted to see or hear the very enter- 
tainment they find most attractive. The 
boy or girl who has the proper home en- 
vironment wi!) not be harmed by it, but 
those neglected children will. 

To me it is just the same as if a radio 
official said: “Well it is all right to let 
babies toddle around in a room full of 
sharp knives and razors. Their mothers 
should watch out that they don’t cut 
themselves to pieces.” . . . 

When it comes to music, I know I’m 
about to tread on dangerous ground. 
In my estimation there are about three 
or four musical programs on the air 
which are yeally good, and not one which 
is so outstanding as to be breathtaking! 
That is my individual opinion, of course, 
but you asked for my opinion. 

Most of the serious programs lack some- 
thing. Either they are not well-bal- 
anced, or the artists are poor, or they 
are not sufficiently rehearsed, or the 
performance ‘s uneven. Sometimes I 
happen to catch a program which I 
really enjoy and I make up my mind to 
tune in again next week. More often 
than not Iam disappointed. A few weeks 
ago one of the few I listen to regularly 
dragged out a number to fill the allotted

Keith Columbus Co. 
Seeks To Reorganize 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 31.—B. F. Keith Co- 
lumbus Company, operators of the RKO 
Palace and Majestic theaters here, today 
filed a voluntary petition for reorganiza- 
tion under Section 77-B of the amend- 
ment to the bankruptcy laws in Federal 
Court. Company was authorized to con- 
tinue operations as at present, and a 
hearing on the petition has been set for 
September 28 by Judge Benson W. 
Hough. 

The petition was signed by C. Harry 
Schreiber, assistant treasurer of the 
company and manager of RKO activities 
in the city. According to the petition, 
$200,000 of the company’s bonds become 
due September 1, with $50,000 coming 
due September 1, 1936. The remaining 
$250,000 of the original $750,000 issue 
falls due September 1, 1937. Bonds 
totaling $250,000 already have been re- 
deemed. 

An extension of 12 years, making the 
entire $500,000 outstanding come due in 
1947, and a reduction in interest rates 
from 6% per cent to 5 per cent has 
been asked. In addition, further securi- 
ties, including the equipment, fixtures 
and furnishings, valued at $180,000, are 
pledged By the company. These were not 
included in the original setup. 

The new RKO Grand Theater was not 
affected by the reorganization, accord- 
ing to Schreiber. 


Kobak Laments Failure 
Of Copeland Bill Okeh 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Edgar Kobak, 
chairman of the board, Advertising Fed- 
eration of America, issued a statement 
expressing the “keen disappointment” 
to most advertising folk anent the fail- 
ure of Congress to pass legislation which 
would regulate food, drugs and cosmetic 
industries. 

Mr. Kobak, who is vice-president in 
charge of sales, National Broadcasting 
Company, made the statement, of course, 
in his capacity as an AFA official solely. 
He said that the Copeland bill as it now 
stands is an “urgently desirable” piece 
of legislation and that the AFA is in 
favor of Congress taking it up imme- 
diately upon opening of its next session. 
He pointed out that other organizations 
were also in favor of the bill such as 
American Association of Advertising 
Agencies, National Publishers’ Associa- 
tion and National Editorial Association.

Ernestine Schumann-Heink is scheduled 
for two pictures next season.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The 57th an- 
nual convention of the AMerican Society 
of Teachers of Dancing closed tonight at 
the Astor Hotel. Philip S. Nutt, of Vine- 
land, N. J., was chosen president, moving 
up from the secretaryship and succeed- 
ing Rudolph W. Vizay, who had been 
president since 1898. Vizay died last 
year. Other new officers are John Box, 
Cleveland, first vice-president; Mrs.

BLACKSTONE 
This Week’s Cover Subject 


ARRY BLACKSTONE was born in Chicago 

in 1885. He is of French ancestry, as 

indicated by his family name of Boughton. 
At an early age he became interested in magic 
and prepared an act for the stage. He short- 
ened his name to Bouton and when he set 
forth to obtain bookings he felt so confident of 
success he posted a notice on his door read- 
ing: “t shall B-Out-On business until next 
summer.” His prophecy came true. The 
young exponent of legerdemain gained imme- 
diate popularity and at the age of 25 was 
recognized as one of the best of his field in 
vaudeville. 

He later adopted the name of Blackstone, 
the family name of his grandparents. As 
Blackstone he made his debut as the standard 
bearer of a road show of two hours’ duration. 
He appeared in all parts of the United States 
and Canada; his fame increasing year by year. 
He finally evolved a new idea in the presenta- 
tion of magic. The vaudeville field offered 
great opportunities and inducements but a com- 
plete show was his cherished ambition. He 
chose the punchiest tricks and illusions ot his 
repertoire and arranged a one-hour show that 
has since played with spectacular success in 
many of the best theaters of the country.

BAA, EBMA Sull at Odds 
As Meet Fails To Come Off 


* 
Opening of three midnight shows crabs scheduled 
meeting—BAA group “burned” at managers’ action— 
claims they’re not interested in closed houses 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The eneuiies Wein of the Burlesque Artists’ Associa- 
tion met again with the Eastern Burlesque Managers’ Association at midnight 
last night, the result indicating that the matter of the new contracts will be 
settled on time, the deadline being Monday. The meeting broke up at 8:30 this 
morning, and there will be another meeting tomorrow midnight, which will prob- 
ably be the final huddle between both groups. The BAA board went into the 
meeting, sat back, aid listened. H. K. Minsky, for the managers, read the various 


points in question, and they were 
answered by Tom Phillips, for the board. 
When asked that the matter be settled 
right then and there Phillips remarked 
that it is necessary his group have a 
recess. 

There. was a better feeling between 
the groups at this meeting, Minsky re- 
vealing it was his birthday ‘and Phillips 
congratulating him. Then Phillips told 
the managers in a nice way what was 
really on his mind. He said there were 
certain operators in the room whose 
handshake he would gladly consider 
sufficient contract. Furthermore, that 
he didn’t honestly feel that the EBMA 
would continue. 

The managers are willing to forego 
arbitration on salary claims and also 
willing to have Minsky and Phillips to- 
gether with a third party sit as an arbi- 
tration board on other disputes. There 
were several other items on which there 
is still a deadlock, but it is generally 
felt that both sides will come to terms 
at Sunday night's meeting. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Last night’s 
scheduled meeting between the Bur- 
lesque Artists’ Association and the East- 
ern Burlesque Managers’ Association, ex- 
pected to be the final one on contract 
situation, did not take place at mid- 
night, the managers making it impossi- 
ble by suddenly putting midgnight 
shows into three theaters. The BAA 
board had expected to meet at midnight 
and did not know until an hour or two 
before that the midnight shows were to 
be placed. 

H. K. Minsky or any other EMA mem- 
ber did not notify the BAA the Republic, 
Eltinge and Gaiety played the shows. 
Issy Hirst and Charles Schwartz both 
called the BAA in an effort to have the 
meeting start at 2.30 this morning, but 
this was deemed impractical. 

It is understood that the BAA group 
is thoroly aroused over last night’s oc- 
currence, feeling that the managers of 
the open theaters are not interested in 
those that are closed. It is likely that 
a wire will be sent some time today to 
managers indicating the BAA attitude 
toward last night’s occurrence and call- 
ing for a joint meeting once and for all 
tonight at midnight. 


Detroit Arck’s London Plan 


DETROIT, Aug. 31—C. Howard Crane, 
Detroit theatrical architect, has com- 
pleted plans for a mammoth amusement 
center to be erected at Earl’s Court, Lon- 
don. It will include 12 acres of space 
for exhibitions, which can be divided 
into five halls on two floors for several 
expositions at one time. It is designed 
to house such enterprises as the British 
Industries Fair and the Motor Show. 

A stage 180 feet in depth in one sec- 
tion will be used for spectacles and 
other theatrical entertainment. The hall 
is designed to hold an audience of 23,- 
000 in view and hearing of this stage.

3 More Vaude Units 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The new circus 
relief project gets under way Tuesday, 
altho the first of the five circus units 
does not open until October 14. Casting 
begins Tuesday, with 110 people already 
okehed for the units, which will include 
a band, acts, ushers and stagehands. 
Each unit will comprise 62 people, their 
wages ranging from $55 a month for 
unskilled work to $94 a month for the 
actors and musicians. 

Charles Mosconi, who is supervising 
the circus and vaudeville shows under 
Col. Earl Boothe, will start rehearsing 
three more vaude units next week. The 
new vaude units come under the new 
appropriation for $906,960 for units in 
the Second and Third Corps areas. 

Ralph Whitehead, secretary of the 
American Federation of Actors, which ts 
pushing a new Federal straight vaude- 
ville plan, conferred this week with Miss 
Hallie Flanagan, director of Federal the- 
ater projects; General Hugh S. Johnson, 
local relief chief, and Mrs. Anna M. 
Rosenberg, head of the national labor 
board here. Whitehead says Miss Flan- 
agan assured him that she was not over- 
looking professional projects and denied 
she was interested in amateur theatricals 
exclusively. 


Male Choir of 42 
Sails for Soviet 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The Orpheus 
Male Choir of 42 voices left this morn- 
ing aboard the le de France for Soviet 
Russia. Led by Charles G. Dawe, the 
chorus will do six concerts at Symphony 
Hall, Leningrad, followed by concerts at 
the USSR Symphony Hall, Moscow. 

The choir will play the European con- 
tinent after its Soviet dates. Bookings 
arranged by Alexander Basy, head of the 
Amsov Artists’ Bureau here. Basy re- 
cently returned from a Soviet and con- 
tinental trip, following the opening of 
several American acts in Moscow. 


Loew New York Nabes 
Go Double Feature 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Within the 
next 10 days every Loew neighborhood 
house in Greater New York with the 
exception of the State and Capitol will 
change policy and go on a full double- 
feature grind. The State will be the 
only house to show vaudeville. The 
plan was tried out in 20 houses, and 
the statement says that “the apparent 
demand for overstuffed programs by the 
public has led to the policy going into 
an additional 50 theaters.” 

There was a report that the Capitol, 
the Loew showcase, was going double 
feature, but this was denied by the 
home office. It will continue first runs 
with no stage show. 


Cardiff Giant’s Iowa Date 

DES MOINES, Aug. 31.—The Cardiff 
giant, notorious American hoax, is be- 
ing exhibited at the Iowa State Pair by 
The Des Moines Register and Tribune 
and the Iowa Broadcasting System. The 
phony petrified bruiser, carved out of 
gypsum, caused a furor at the time of 
its alleged discovery and earned its va- 
rious promoters millions.

of stage shows which, the circuits claim, 
should mean a lower scale and fewer 
men in the booth. In addition, the cir- 
cuits want a 10-year contract, pointing 
out that in other cities the contracts 
run two, three and four years. Local 
contracts usually run a year. It is re- 
ported, however, that the circuits would 
be willing to take a five-year pact as a 
compromise. 

Local 306 is reported having come 
down to a $2 minimum. At a mass 
meeting Wednesday the union member- 
ship voted to continue negotiations, 
which involve 300 local RKO, Loew and 
Skouras houses. Joe Basson, union 
president, attacked the proposed circuit 
scale as “a high-handed attempt to 
lower the standard of living.” No strike 
vote was taken. 

Meanwhile, the union’s bitter fight 
with the Harry Brandt circuit took a 
new turn when Brandt filed six suits 
for $75,000 each against the union. 
Milton C. Weisman, attorney for Brandt, 
cited alleged losses of $75,000 each ‘Yor 
the Globe, Times Square, Park, Liberty, 
Central and Colony (Jackson Heights) 
theaters, blaming loss of patronage on 
306 picketing. Rudolph Sander, owner 
of the Sander Theater, Brooklyn, filed 
another suit asking for $100,000. Basson 
attacked the actions as “merely nuisance 
suits” and claimed “they are proof of 
the success of our picketing and the 
public support given the union against 
long-standing foes of labor.” 

Althod mass picketing continues, there 
were not many arrests this week. Five 
306 men were pinched Monday night 
and paroled in custody of their lawyer, 
while another three were dismissed. 
Twenty-four 306 men are being held for 
Magistrate’s Court next week. Allied 
union eased down on picketing houses 
using 306 men by having only one man 
picket each house most of the week. 

The only violence was the explosion 
of a bomb in the fover of the side en- 
trance of the Audubon Theater (Brandt) 
Friday night. It tore plaster from the 
walls and ceiling and broke windows 
of near-by shops. Sol Aaronson, man- 
ager, who had been sleeping in the the- 
ater at night, and Patrolman Finnigan, 
who was on guard, heard the explosion, 
but failed to find trace of the bombers. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 31.— The 
charter of the Rahman-De Bella Post was 
revoked by the State Exccutive Commit- 
tee of the American Legion this week 
after charges that members in uniform 
had picketed the Oxford Theater, 
Brooklyn, recently. The post is com- 
posed of picture-machine operators and 
has been active in the Local 303 strikes. 


DETROIT, Aug. 31.—Movie operators’ 
union, Local 199, and subsequent-run 
houses have agreed to continue the cur- 
rent contract another two years. Con- 
tracts with first-runs are pending. 


KANSAS CITY, Aug. 31.—Felix Snow, 
local IA rep, announces continuance of 
stagehand contracts with Loew’s Mid- 
land, RKO Mainstreet, B. & K. Newman, 
Tower and the Fox Uptown. Machine 
operators’ contracts also expire today, 
but are expected to be renewed. 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 31—The Canadian 
Theatrical Federation and the local mu- 
sicians’ union have discontinued picket- 
ing Allied Amusements Circuit houses, 
pending hearings on the circuit’s appli- 
cation for an injunction next month. 
The operators’ union wants two men in 
the booth, while the musicians demand 
discontinuing doubling of orchestras be- 
tween two houses.

Premium Is Definitely 


Proven To Be the Most Helpful 


Cash prizes still considered as piling up ultimate antip- 
athy as against temporary higher sales and audience 
interest—over 25 per cent in contests of late 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—More premiums and less contests appears to be the 
keynote of the ether advertisers and their agencies anxious to pile up consider- 
able mail and find out if anyone is listening to their program. Altho the first 
part of 1935 ran up somewhat of a record in the way of contests wherein cash 
and other prizes were offered, a very definite drop cn the networks has been 


noticed since latter part of May and has been dropping off since. 


The highspot 


on National Broadcasting Company chains was reached last December and January 


when an average of 15 to 17 contests 
were on tap. Currently about four or 
five, which includes the Palmolive and 
Camay soap contests, probably the most 
important. In the spring the Gillette 
contest held sway. Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System has also fewer contests to 
Cffer and as in the case of NBC pre- 
miums are the general rule both as a 
method of building good will and key- 
ing a potential audience. 

Straight premiums without a catch 
are still considered the best builder of 
good will as against the contest which 
must leave more losers than winners 
by far and consequently the matter of 
good will as a result of contests has 
long been held doubtful. As a matter 
of fact most authorities always believed 
there is no question but that contests 
leave a sour taste since it is human for 
every contestant to want to win and the 
handouts, such as free sample to all 
entrants, never really fills the bill. No 
contest, whether weekly or stretched 
out over a period of months, has failed 
to bring no end of squawks in its wake 
from many who never seemed to get a 
response and who believed they were left 
in the dark on the final outcome. NBC 
in particular has been against contests 
end it is presumed other chains feel the 
same way about it. 


Prizes vs. Antipathy 


Most recent switch away from a cash 
prize weekly contest is that of the Min- 
ute Mysteries sponsored by Colgates 
(toothpowder) on WOR. This show orig- 
inally gave a first prize of $100 and sec- 
ond of $50 plus many ‘small prizes each 
week. First part of the show went on 
at 7:15 Friday evenings and the mys- 
tery solvers were asked to rush to the 
phone and wire their answers. Phone and 
Wire usually stood sender anywhere from 
25 cents up and at 9:15 the program was 
resumed and the correct answer given, 
plus the names of winners who would 
receive their wired check at about the 
same time their names were being an- 
nounced. All contestants received’ a 
small can of Colgate’s toothpowder. 
Later the pizes were cut down and there 
‘Were more of them. 

Currently Colgates is running the en- 
tire program in one half-hour shot and 
there are no prizes Too many squawks 
from folks who just missed being early 
or put in one word too many even tho 
they guessed right, helped to kill the 
contest. 

Most approved method now seems to 
be a utility offer rather than a novelty, 
the premium having a definite velue in 
the household or elsewhere. This creates 
no antipathy toward a product or ad- 
vertiser. 


Taplinger Opens . Offices 


NEW YORK. Aug. 31—Bob Taplinger 
opened: his offices in the CBS Building 
this week, having left the network to 
go into business for himself. ‘Taplinger 
was senior member of the Columbia 
press staff, working for CBS seven years. 

Among Taplinger’s accounts are Burns 
and Allen, Kate Smith, Horace Heidt, 
Scott’s Emulsion and Lennie Hayton for 
Lucky Strike cigarets. 


ARTHUR KUDNER, who resigned from 
Erwin Wasey & Company and is form- 
ing his own agency, has leased space in 
the Internationa: Building in Rockefel- 
ler Center. Occupancy is datea for Oc- 
tober 1. Kudner’s accounts will include 
Buick, Nationa! Distillers and others. 


Campbell Soup Now 
A Leading Spender 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Combined 
radio expenditures for time and talent 
estimated at about $35,000 weekly 
marks the Campbell Soup Company as 
one of the largest spenders now in the 
field. The canners will be shelling out 
$22,000 weekly for time alone when 
Burns and Allen start on Columbia for 
Campbell’s Tomato Juice. 

Bulk of Campbell’s expenditures is for 
its Friday night CBS show for its soups, 
Hollywood Hotel. Show, running an 
hour, is on the complete Columbia net- 
work, with about two-thirds of the 
$22,000 time appropriation going on this 
account. Tslent budget for Hotel is 
also heavy, with Dick Powell, Louella 
Parsons, Raymond Paige (and film guest 
stars). Bill Bacher, who directs the 
program, is also in for heavy coinage. 

Burns and Allen alone are rating 
$5,000 for their weekly stint. This 
doesn’t cover musicians or singers to go 
on the show. 


Two Concerns Testing 
Disk on Philly Spots 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—The Carls- 
bad Salts Company and the American 
Radiator Company are plugging platters 
on WFIL, Philadelphia, as a test for a 
move to the networks, 

The Salts Company is using a tran- 
scription of Harold Sherman on a morn- 
ing spot with the radiator concern disk- 
ing Dale Carnegie at noon. 


Coast Amateurs Slip 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 31.—Indicating 
that the public is tiring of amateur broad- 
casts on the Pacific slope is evidenced by 
the fact that only 13,000 ballots were 
cast in the Rocket’s Road to Fame finals. 
Program of amateur talent was heard for 
13 consecutive weeks over the 12 stations 
of the Columbia-Don Lee Network. 

Casting of 13,000 ballots indicates a 
very poor listening audience, especially 
when it is considered that 12 stations 
participated in the collection of the final 
returns. 


Davis Powder Still 
After News Series 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Davis Baking 
Powder is desirous of sponsoring local 
news broadcasts on the National Broad- 
casting Company in New York. Infor- 
mation from the network is that it ex- 
pects to be set on its news broadcast 
set up, aside from the Press Radio serv- 
ice now used, by October 1. Davis will 
go on over WEAF and WJZ, if the deal 
is closed. 

NBC appears to be taking a some- 
what hands-off policy insofar as increas- 
ing its quota on news, evidently feel- 
ing the present P-R setup is okeh and 
undesirous of adding to program costs 
for a more expensive wire service such 
as United Press. 

Meantime the sale of a three-time- 
a-week news dramatization, reported as 
set, to Vicks Va-tro-nol on NBC, is defi- 
nitely off. 


“Old Maid” ET

Broadcasters To Be Treated 
Same as Other Media by FTC 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Clarification 
of the situation attendant upon come 
plaints against radio broadcasters, as re- 
gards alleged misleading and fraudulent 
advertising, at the hands of Federal 
Trade Commission, and to the end 
breadcasters will receive the same treat- 
ment as is accorded advertisers by other 
media, has been brought about, accord- 
ing to James W. Baldwin, managing di- 
rector of National Association of Broad- 
casters. é 

Due to this clarification, broadcasters 
will be entitled to receive the same 
notice and opportunity to sign stipula- 
tions as regards cease-anc-desist orders 
in connection with the broadcast of 
commercial copy, as has prevailed with 
respect to advertising in newspapers and 
the like. 

While the pulicy of the commission 
for around a year has been, it is under- 
stood, to pursue such policy with re- 
spect to commercial advertising by 
broadcast, assumption is this policy was 
not widely understood by members of 
the broadcasting industry, with the re- 
sult the clarification was sought in their 
behalf In a summarization of the pro- 
cedure in effect by the commission and 
carried in a letter from Director Bald- 
win to Chairman E. L. Davis of the 
FTC, which summarization the former 


states was his understanding of the pro- 
cedure, the following language appears: 

“Your procedure in this matter has 
been summarized for two reasons. First, 
that our understanding of the matter 
may be verified, that we may be able to 
better inform our members on a subject 
that has caused very great confusion. 
Secondly, if our understanding of the 
matter is correct, then in that event we 
request that the Federal Trade Com- 
mission afford to the members of the 
radio broadcasting industry the same 
notice, and opportunity to sign a pub- 
lishers’ stipulations, as is now afforded 
to other advertising media. If approval 
is given this request we understand that 
the form of stipulation that would be 
offered to the licensees of radio broad- 
casting stations will be substantially as 
described in the form attached to and 
made a part of this letter and marked 
Exhibit ‘A.’” The form referred to is re- 
produced by Baldwin in the NAB bul- 
letin, who added: “The success with 
which the procedure above outlined has 
been met in the field of printed media 
is well known, and I am confident that 
our 393 members will contribute toward 
the same success in the field of radio 
advertising,” etc. 

Approval of this procedure, it is stated 
by NAB, was given on August 27. 


Shell Oil Dough 


Stymies Parsons 


LOS ANGELES, Avg. 31.—The J. Walter 
Thompson Company agency is playing 
havoc with Louella Parsons and her per- 
sonal appearances of film stars over the 
Campbell Soup broadcasts, and for the 
third time in the last few months has 
withdrawn from her use stars she has 
announced as her guests for the follow- 
ing week’s broadcast. 

Miss Parsons announced she would 
have Marion Davies and Patsy Kelly for 
this week’s broadcast and the Thomp- 
son agency immediately advised Miss 
Parsons that Miss Kelly was under con- 
tract to them to appear with Al Jolson 
on a future Shell program and under 
the terms of their contracts stars are not 
peimitted to appear on any other broad- 
cast prior to the broadcast for which 
they had been contracted. Wallace Beery 
and Mary Pickford were snatched from 
the Parsons program under the same 
contract clause. 

The Thompson agency is paying heavy 
money to film names for their services 
while Miss Parsons asks the stars to 
donate their talent under the belief that 
the airing will aid their popularity, and 
the Universal Syndicate release of Miss 
Parsons in dozens of daily papers will 
smile with favor on those who donate 
their services. Present demand for film 
names for radio broadcasts is wising 
the stars up to the fact that their 
services are worth plenty of money for 
radio,

Digs Up a “Mortality Rate” 


Goes as far back as experimental stages of 1928— issues 
warning against buying radio without other support, but 
fails to mention wholly made radio successes

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—One of the strongest attacks yet 


attempted against 


radio advertising is in a sales promoticnal effort issued this weex by the Bureau 


of Advertising of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 


Association. Contents of 


the publication, hammering away at the radio circulation, were based on over 
400,000 phone calls made by Clark-Hooper, Inc., during 22 weeks from fall of 1934 


to spring of this year. 


Two focal points of attack are the mortality 


rate among 


1adio advertisers from 1928 to 1934 and the actual size of a network audi- 


ence. From 1928 to 1933 635 adver- 
tisers used chains, it is offered, but 
by 1934 448 had dropped radio. ANPA 
says the reasons for this are that radio, 
being young, represents a field for ex- 
perimentation, and that as an experi- 
ment only a few accounts are meeting 
with success. The scarcity of good hours 
is also advanced, as is the element of 
circulation. 

Circulation is given a terrific wallop. 
About 19,000,000 American homes have 
radio, but of these not all can be reached 
by chain stations. The listening areas 
for the programs surveyed by Clark- 
Hooper contained an average number of 
sets Just short of 12,500,000, the figure 
which is used as “an average base upon 
which to compute further the probable 
circulation of a broadcast program.” 

It is advanced that during the best 
evening hours chain broadcasters com- 
pete for an audience of not more than 
4,546,318 listeners, a figure much lower 
than advanced by radio men. This num- 
ber was computed by taking the number 
of homes generally vacant during the 
evening and the number of homes with 
radics but not turned on. This figure 
is further reauced, the survey claims, by 
the number of attention-competing fac- 
tors—other programs and activities. Fol- 
lowing this set of figures comes a theory 
as to the number of sets tuned in on 
‘the average program, the claim being 
that of 21,300,000 homes in an area, only 
about 1,100,000 listeners are tuned in, 
or 5.1 per cent. The publishers offer the 
equal chance of a newspaper advertiser 
having his space read against this. 

Cost of average programs of the 79 
studied was $8,052, of which 35.6 per 
cent covered talent. Against the num- 
ber of listeners previcusly mentioned, cost 
per 1,000,000 listeners is just above $7,000. 
Accounts spending more for talent, it is 
noted, reached more listeners. 

Closing statement in the survey ad- 
vances that radio should not be used 
alone and that it rarely plays a primary 
selling role. “The high mortality rate 
among racio sponsors,” it is stated, “in- 
dicates that advertisers should approach 
tadio with caution, and with tne basic 
support of a stronger medium.” 

New York dailies gave the ANPA sur- 
vey less of a break, as to space, than 
was expected, The Herald-Tribune top- 
ping the list in lineage. There was con- 
siderable interest in the booklet in the 
advertising agency field.

time and the effect was terrible. This 
exact timing can be a curse, you know, 
if it is carried to extremes. It would 
haye been far better to have had a few 
seconds of absolute silence than slow up 
the tempo of a concert selection to have 
the program end on the split second. 


Re Announcers 


And this brings me to another point. 
I know announcers are educated men 
and are carefully selected, but I do 
think greater care should be exercised 
in assigning an announcer to a serious 
musical program. Nothing offends a 
music lover more than to hear a com- 
poser’s name or the title of a composi- 
tion mispronounced. Unless a 
man. has had the proper musical back- 
ground to handle a musical program he 
should not be given such an assignment. 


When it comes to harsh, baritone 
women singers mutilating love songs, I 
just throw up my hands. It is only when 
I happen to tune in accidentally whiie 
twisting the dial uf my radio set that I 
ever listen, even for a second, to these 
raucous voices. Some of them boast they 
never took a music lesson in their lives 
—and well may they boast when you 
consider the fact that they are able to 
get away with murder—the murder of 
music! . . 


I enjoy light music on a program 
which is frankly light. I do not like to 
hear a concert artist sing light things, 
because there are plenty of radio singers 
who can do such numbers but cannot 
perform musical literature. That is why 
I am simply furious when I hear opera 
singers do musical comedy numbers or 
cowboy songs. 


Good dance music—that is, well-played 
dance music—is pleasant at times and 
young people enjoy it. It has a definite 
place in radio. 

The same is true of comedy. This 
would be a dull world indeed if all the 
comedy were removed. A clever co- 
median or amusing comedy team is 
something I enjoy. It is only when 
would-be comedy is inane or vulgar that 
I object. If a program hinges on a trick 
laugh or the repetition of one phrase 
over and over again it gets under my 
skin, but I suppose even such comedy 
has its audiences 

News—good talks—dramatic programs 
—well, some are good and some are very 
dull. 

Wemen’s programs—some are the dull- 
est things in radio. 

Some of the morning broadcasts make 
me wonder. Do sponsors believe for one 
minute anyone is impressed with the un- 
natural conversation which takes place 
abcut some kitchen article? It 
doesn’t ring true and that’s whet is 
Wrong with most of radio advertising. It 
doesn’t sound natural. 

Children’s programs—I mean the sort 


where children take part. If I had my 
way we'd never have one on the air 
Young voices singing terrible imitations 
of Neissen, Cantor and other radio sing- 
ers in typical, ~agmuaamnerss numbers 
are very, very bad. 


Aside from the question of poor taste 
in having a tot lisp a suggestive Broad- 


way number, there is the angle of the 
harm which is done in forcing chest 
tones If a child really has a good 


voice it is ruined forever by constant 
rendition of numbers in a forced regis- 
ter. 


Raps Amateur Shows 


And finally—my most violent dislike— 
the amateur hour! I never knew that 
so mary people want to become radio 
stars until the amateur programs came 
to plague us. Some of these cigar-box 
violinists and broomstick virtuosos sound 
more like a practical joke on the public 
than anything else. Where do they all 
come from—I mean the real amateurs? 
I'm not speaking now of the profes- 
sionals who are reduced to imitating 
amateurs to earn money for food. Theirs 
is a mighty pathetic plight. I don’t 
know whether to feel sorrier for them 
or for the amateurs who win the most 
votes. . 


We don’t need amateur hours to pro- 
vide us with new talent. We haven't 
begun to use up all the fine dramatic 
and musical talent that is eager and 
willing to have a chance. If a half dozen 
new performers have been brought out 
by the 200 or more amateur programs 
which have been inflicted upon us in the 
past year, I say it isn’t worth all the 
fuss that has been entailed in bringing 
them to light. They probably woud 
bave been discovered anyway—and re- 
member, most of our finest people in the 
arts have come from small towns, so liv- 
ing in a small town is not necessarily a 
deterrent. 

Of course, it is cheap to produce an 
amateur hour. I guess the most ex- 
pensive part of such programs is the 
publicity which is required to convince 
the radio audience that it likes amateur 
hours. I shall be mighty glad indeed 
when we have seen the last of this over- 
done form of diversion. It has done 
more harm than good. It has taken 
people out of their accustomed channels 


in life, projected them into the spot- 
light and suddenly cast them into ob- 
livion; it nas taken employment from 


capable vaudeville performers, and forced 
many of them'to descend to the level 
of pseudo-amateurs; it has taken up 
time that might have been devoted to 
finer entertainment. 

I think if sponsors paid more attention 
to some of us who speak for many 
women they would find it more profit- 
able 

The trouble is—men are pig-headed. 
They won't admit women know any-

Robert Snyder, noted Southern Cali- 
fornia tenor, is being featured in a week- 
ly series of 15-minute programs on a 
sustaining basis as a showcase presenta- 
tions for sponsors. Judging from the first 
of the series, Snyder will not be long 
without a sponsor. His program is defi- 
nitely different and highly entertaining. 
Snyder is a personable young fellow who 
Was a singing partner of Donald Novis 
when the two were in the glee club at 
Pasadena Junior College. He has a rich 
and mellow tencr voice and during the 
last several months has been featured on 
such prominent Don Lee programs as 
Mobil Magazine, Morning Musicale, 
Thomas Lee Presents, Beyond the Blue 
Horizon and the transcontinental broad- 
casts of California Melodies. 

Present series of presentations will all 
be based on the poems of Paul Lawrence 
Dunbar and include songs inspired by 
his works. First of the series has Snyder 
singing Little Gal, Caroline, Old Folks 
at Home and Ole Man River, while a 
narrator reads a stanza or two from the 


‘works of Dunbar between each musical 


number. The orchestral ensemble ac- 
companying Snyder is under the direc- 
tion ‘of Gino Severi, who provides an 
excellent musical background as well for 
the reading of the poetry. Snyder should 
go far in radio. His voice is outstanding 
and he handles his numbers in showman- 
ship fashion.

March of Time 


Reviewed Monday, 10:30-10°45 p.m. 
Style—Dramatized news events. Spone 
sor—Remington Rand, Inc. Station— 
WABC (CBS network). 


March of Time is now on a Monday 
to Friday, inclusive, basis, using 15- 
minute periods instead of the former 
half hour once a week. The return of 
this program is always welcome to a 
vast audience, and the shorter show 
naturally invloves many problems not 
included in the original setup. First 
show used three news items, the Ethi- 
opian situation and Mussolini naturally 
taking first place. Mussolini got a 
break thruout the week as a matter of 
fact. Particularly well done was the 
flashback style of dramatization of the 
secret of the Austrian Prince found dead 
with a woman and then brought up to 
date with the newest event. 

While all of the dramatizations are 
well done, the tendency at times is to 
get too much blare into the proceedings, 
especially on the musica) interludes, etc., 
and on occasion the dialog is equally 
loud; unnecessarily so. Later in the 
week the programs appeared to quiet 
down a little. The Friday night period 
took a little more than usual time out 
for plugging the March of Time screen 
version waoich seemed to obscure the 
Reinineton Rand angle a little. Never- 
theless the worst part is probably that 
there is not enough to the program, 
which sort of gets over by the time the 
listener settles down to hear it. Shorter 
dramatizations and more items might 
help. Where not too much of the talk 
involved is needed the show can easily 
pick things up that took place the very 
same day, such as the air races on Fri- 
day. Incidentally, the piece on the 
Pope’s version of his statement develops 
the vast possibility of radio getting 
authentic happenings to the people 
even tho a foreign dictator might inject 


a censorship originally for the news- 
papers. The possibilities of propaganda 
in this program are even greater. 


General tone of the programs is still 
heavy, ponderous for the most part as 
to the world’s burden. Doesn’t anything 
ever happen in the way of human prog- 
ress in which a bit of humor ds involved? 
Producers, however, have a job on their 
hands and so far appear to be doing 
okeh. M. H. 8. 


Let’s Follow Fordncy

’ This program is the revised form of 
the Fordney Minute Mysteries production 
cn WOR, the previous production having 
been. split into halves of 15 minutes each, 
the first presenting the mystery; the 
second the solution and a list of cash- 
‘winning prize winners who had wired 
in their answers to the problem. This 
did not work out so well, it is understood, 
and so now the mystery and its solution 
are presented at one clip. 

H. L. Ripley’s brief tales are well 
adapted for radic use, altho, of course, 
they fit into one pattern in the manner 
in which Fordney solves them. Neverthe- 
less, they are good radio entertainment 
and should pull a good audience for the 
“I didn’t do it” school. It should be 
interesting to chart the differences, if 
any, in the effectiveness of the two pro- 
grams, the one offering prizes and split 
up, as something rather new in radio; 
the other a simple question of entertain- 
ment, which is what the air is supposed 
to provide. 

Dramatically the program is well 
handled, air adaptation being brisk and 
the dialog intelligent enough. Acting is 
also good, except that Richard Gordon 
still seems to be doing Sherlock Holmes. 
Production not so good, relying on time- 
worn tricks, such as a siren to open and 
close the program and clicking telegraph 
key between scenes fading out and in. 


Tomorrow’s Headlines 


Reviewed Thursday, 11-11:15 p.m, 
Style—News forecasts. Sponsor—Ameri- 
can Astrology. Station—WMCA (New 
York). 

Tomorrow’s Headlines presents a good 
idea for a radio program, well adapted 
to a publication such as American 
Astrology magazine. Aim, obviously, is 
to present predictions as to forthcoming 
world events, based on the opinion of 
the speaker and his slants on matters as 
they stand currently. As such, the talk 
caught was fairly interesting, but suf- 
fered from an extreme case of verbiage. 
Much of it sounded pompous and in the 
nature of a stump speech. To really 
sell the idea with plenty of pep, it 
should be worth while to dramatize the 
predictions. This would undoubtedly 
increase the audience which now might 
be held down because it is, after all, one 
man’s opinion. As it stands, however, 
the program will do all right with those 
interested directly in astrology and in 
a lesser way, those not directly in- 
terested in that subject, but concerned 
with world affairs. This interest would 
probably be boosted in the dramatized 
form, if appropriations permit. 

Principal prediction made this night 


was that the Italo-Ethiopian crisis 
would come to a point next spring, 
rather than in a month or two, as is 
the general belief. J.F.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Herbert Mitchell 
and Edward Hutchinson’s Continental 
Casino Corporation, which’ has been 
working quietly on a circuit of theater 
cafes the past few months, has taken 
over the dark Drury Lane Theater, 
Louisville, and is reopening it October 3 
as a night spot. Mitchell, prominent 
theatrical photographer, says this will 
be the first of a string of converted 
theaters from Coast to Coast and that 
a local spot will open about October 15.

Agents squawk aloud about direct booking abuse—indie 


bookers reveal preference 


for agents but also counter 


buying, too—seven bookers have their say 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2—The majority of indie vaude bookers claim that they 
are more inclined to buy their acts from agents and not book them direct. How- 
ever, the majority of them, at the same time, reveal that they do not pass up any 


opportunities of buying acts “over the rail.” 


This canvass of the indie bookers was 


made after countless complaints from actsellers that the direct booking abuse, 
as they termed it, was getting worse and worse every day. with practically every 


indie office going in for it. 
were Larry Golde, Jesse Kaye (F. & M.), 
Arthur Fisher, Al Dow, Fally Markus, 
Godfrey-Linder and the Amalgamated. 

Golde stated: “You can buy as cheap 
dealing with an agent as you can direct. 
The act gets better representation and 
furthermore the booking office hasn’t 
the time to see each act and to keep 
posted as to their whereabouts. However, 
if an act wants to book direct, and I want 
it, then I’m very willing to oblige.” 

Markus had this to say: “There’s no 
change in the situation at all, and it is 
only the selling agent who never had 
command over his acts that does all the 
grumbling. I boox thru agents and 
direct, and I don’t go out of my way to 
do either.” 

Kaye, speaking for F. & M., was the 


*’ most in favor of dealing with agents. 


He said: “I would rather deal thru an 
agent, like the boys I do business with, 
and always get a square deal. An honest 
mistake is pulled on me occasionally, 
but on the whole we get along well to- 
gether. Only on rare occasions do I book 
an act direct, and I can’t see how any- 
body prefers booking direct.” 

George Godfrey remarked: “Just as 
much in favor of the agent as always. 
They co-operate with us and we are 
very happy to co-operate with them. On 
the other hand, many times acts come 
right over the counter and at a time 
when we need them, so we do business 
right then and there. However, if such 
acts were submitted by agents we re- 
mind them of this and it is their duty 
to see that the agent is done right by.” 

Dow felt that “you must give the boys 
a break with the idea that they help 
you when you need their help most.” 
However, he said he, too, buys direct, 
but that it’s about a 50-50 proposition. 

Fisher revealed that he doesn’t do 
much direct booking these days. He 
said: “About 50 per cent of my booking 
used to be direct, but the percentage is 
smaller now. Still doing business with 
the boys.” 

The Amalgamated office, thru its book- 
ing representative, said: “We do very 
little direct booking. About 90 per cent 
of cur business is done thru agents.”

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—The local 
musicians and the managements of con- 
tinuous vaudefilm houses here are still 
at odds, with the town’s two circuit 
combo houses opening yesterday with 
straight picture policies. Negotiations 
between both factions have been re- 
cessed for the time being and will prob- 
ably be resumed soon after Labor Day. 
Romeo Cello, president of Local 77, 
Musicians Protective Association, stated 
yesterday that the musicians would not 
back down on their demands for the 
employment of more men in the local 
houses. 

Tne musicians are holding out for the 
employment of two orchestras of 20 men 
each and a leader for the Fox Theater 
here and two orks of 15 men each and 
leader for the Earle Theater. They are 
also demanding that the neighborhood 
houses which feature one day of vaude 
each week raise the time to three days. 

Wage scale is not under consideration 
in this year’s battle. The musicians have 
offered to reduce the scale for the two 
theaters to such a degree that the em- 
ployment of double orks would not cost 
a whole lot more than the present ar- 
rangement, whereby the winter scale at 
the Fox calls for from 22 to 25 men 
and in the neighborhood of 18 at the 
Earle. 

The theater operators are not only 
firm in their stand against an increase 
in personnel, but claim they would have 
too much confusion in routing their 
shows with two orks. The idea of the 
double band is to have each play two 
shows in the usual four-a-day houses 

The musicians closed its deal with the 
Carman Theater, large indie house, the 
theater adding one man to its pit. Fay’s, 
which reopens next week with colored 
shows, is negotiating with the Negro 
branch of the local. 

Both the Earle and the Fox opened 
yesterday with straight pictures, with 
no definite understanding as to whether 
they will open with stage shows again 
next Friday. The Earle is booked by the 
Warner office and the Fox by F. & M. 
Stageshows.

Much comedy injected into the stunts 
to brighten them, and act, as always, is 
a first-class opener. 

Eddie Rio follows with his comic 
melange. Starting off with a portrayal 
of how a lady takes a bath (if she’s a 
lady, how would Eddie know how she 
takes one?), he’s joined by three danc- 
ing stooges and the four of them go 
into a series of hilarious idiocies that 
had the house pulling for more. 

Fifi D’Orsay is in center spot, with 
Rio helping her in some of the clowning. 
She starts with a typical Paree song, 
doing far more wiggling than singing, 
and then a dull and vulgar Lorelei num- 
ber, closing with another hip-tossing 
special. In the clowning with Rio she 
wiggles around so much that at the per- 
formance caught she wiggled herself 
partly out of her dress. Customers don’t 
seem to be taken in by such synthetic 
oo-la-la stuff the way they used to be. 
Roland Becker provides nice piano 
accompaniment. 

Buck and Bubbles mop up in next-to- 
shut as always. They've added a timely 
crack about Will You Love Me in De- 
cember as You Did in May?, and they 
have three gals and two boys strut 
across the stage in a truckin’ number. 


Castle, Long Beach, L. [., N. Y.

Something that hasn't happened in too iong a time happened last week 
at the Castle Theater, Long Beach, when Max Hayes and Sam Howard sud- 
denly took over the ,house and changed its burlesque policy into a straight 
vaude show. There hasn’t been a pictureless vaude theater in America for s0 
long that the name itself nearly became obsolete. This project can’t, for a 
number of reasons, be used as a guide post to future attempts, inasmuch as 
Long Beach is strictly a summer colony and the show is playing over the Labor 
Day week-end and sure to do business for that reason alone. It may answer, 
of course, the question of whether straight vaude at $1 week-day top will 
mean anything as a resort attraction. There are a lot of vaudevillians who 
hope this, at least, comes true—the straight policy as a steady affair is a little 
too much to hope for—and here is another hope.

Indian club juggling by one of the men, 
who also danced, and Melino’s acrobatic 
dances and tricks. Good hand. 

Babs Ryan and her Brothers, formerly 
with Fred Waring, were grouped around 
a baby upright, with Babs at the key- 
board. Harmonized on Love and a Dime, 


one of the boys did Life Is a Song, with 
other tunes interpolated, and the trio 
did Swing It in various styles and 
encored with Breezin’ Along With the 
Breeze. One of the boys showed poor 
judgment in asking the audience what 
it wanted to hear, naMing_ several 
songs, and then doing something else, 
explaining that that was what they 
wanted to do. Three bows. 

George Beatty, next-to-closing, had 
the audience with him from the be- 
ginning. Opens with some Hollywood 
stuff and has a continual line of smart 
chatter, the majority of which is new. 
Has two funny songs, one called I’m 
Lacking in Vitamin C and a parody on 
Isle of Capri, besides the song during 
his drunken sailor pantomime. Four 
bows. Curtain speech. A hit. 

Small-Time Cavalcade, Billy Rose’s ag- 
gregation of corn-belt troubadours, 33 
of them, wes real old-fashioned vaude- 
ville. Lasting but 18 minutes, it com- 
prised tap dancers, jugglers, clowns, an 
Irish tenor, contortionist, a spoon play- 
er, minstrel quartet, bell ringer, acro- 
bats, musical artists, fire eaters, a 
chorus of six beef-trust girls and many 
other acts, all blended together and 
working in clock-work precision.

Shubert, Cincinnati 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, Aug. 31) 


Refurbished and remodeled into a trim 
little vaude emporium, the Shubert this 
week begins its second season with RKO 
vaudeville. The first in is Cab Calloway 
and his 14 dusky tooters, plus a support- 
ing assortment of hoofers and warblers. 
The Shubert is this season again in the 
capable hands of Cliff Boyd. Only a fair 
house at today’s opening show, despite 
the fact that the weather was made to 
order. 

This week’s offering is all Cab Callo- 
way. There's littie variety, no honest-to- 
goodness sock comedy and a dearth of 
feminine charm. It can’t truthfully be 
called good vaudeville. Despite these 
failings, however, the scat-singing Callo- 
way and his crowd succeeded in making 
it an entertaining program. Altho his 
reputation is based upon the hi-de-ho 
type of music, Calloway demonstrates to 
the gathered brethren that colored music 
makers can play an excellent brand of 
sweet music if called upon, at least that 
the Calloway tooters can. 

It all starts off with medley of scorch- 
ing ditties, after which Ralph Brown, a 
personable high-yellow lad with a keen 
sense of timing and precision, con- 
tributes a grand bit of tap dancing. 
Pushed ’em over for an easy encore and 
bowed toa grand slam. 

Calloway does his first warbling on 
Miss Otis Regrets She’s Unable To Lunch 
Today, one of those screwy things with 
a novel arrangement and which Cab sells 
in good fashion. The band then swings 
into It Must Have Been the Devil in the 
Moon, a sweet tune, with Cab warbling 
the chorus. Maude Russell came next 
and clicked just so-so with her singing 
of I Don’t Know Why and Because We're 
Thru. 

Cab and his boys follow with a hot 
swing arrangement on I Ain’t Got No- 
body, with Cab again handling the lyrics. 
Here the combo changes its tempo and 
style to do a semi-classical ditty, Pale 
Moon, with Benny Paine, pianist, con- 
tributing the vocals. Nicely done and 
Grew a sound mitting. Dynamite Hooker 
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follows this with two routines of hot 
dancing, with which he pulled the 
strongest hand of the afternoon. Cab 
follows with another bit of scat singing 
on Za-Zu-Zaz, a novelty, and was re- 
warded with hearty applause. Outstand- 
ing novelty is Chinese Rhythm, in which 
Cab introduces a bit of Chinese scat 
singing. It clicked first-rate. 

The Three Dukes come on here for an 
excellent brand of precision dancing 
that’s as good as one can ask for. 
Grabbed an easy encore. One lad’s in- 
tricate hoofing while skipping the rope 
is outstanding. Tripped off to a smash 
hand. Calloway is back to render the 
favorite that helped make him famous, 
Minnie the “Moocher, after which the 
band swings out with a red-hot tune, 
White Heat, to a good finish.

This kid has a 
delightful personality and a good pair 
of pipes that he applies trickily to neat 
arrangements. He’s better, tho, at those 
swingy and peppy tunes such as Let’s 
Swing It.

Red Nichols and ork follow and 
they’re a nice musical outfit, altho 
nothing much exciting happens during 
the act, thus the 22-minute stay seems 
much longer. Roy Tracy does some fair 
tap dancing, and the other specialties 
are turned in by the Wallace Sisters 
and the Songopators, singing trios. Nice 
enough, as said before, but the act 
needs to move faster and more inter- 
estingly.

Current program at this show case of 
the theater will run upwards of two 
weeks and to exceptional grosses, the 
occasion being the Fred Astaire-Ginger 
Rogers film, Top Hat. At this last show 
opening day house was capacity, with 
standees galore.

agreement between Equity and the 
League of New York Theaters has been 
in the air ever since the agreement be- 
tween Equity and the Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association was abrogated two 
years ago. At that time the League tried 
to take over some form of time agree- 
ment with the actors, but Equity was 
cold to negotiations. Matter was allowed 
to lapse, with Equity free to act as it 
chose, and only came up again after the 
actors’ outfit put thru rehearsal pay 
and refused to play on Sundays unless 
receiving an extra eighth. Managers 
squawked plenty at both moves and be- 
gan negotiations for the basic agree- 
ment. 

Producers’ argument is that without a 
time agreement they are unable to figure 
working conditions in the field, since 
these may be changed by Equity when- 
ever it so decides. Backing, say Man- 
agers, is kept out of legit because of 
instability of working conditions, and 
at their recent appearance before Equity 
council to argue for modification of re- 
hearsal pay they also asked for the basic 
agreement. 

Equity having a free hand now, it is 
doubtful if it would enter into any tie- 
up with the League unless the latter has 
something substantial to offer in re- 
turn. Generally figured that this would 
probably take the form of a guarantee 
of individual producers’ debts as was 
the case with the MPA agreement. Thus 
the League would make itself responsible 
for debts of defaulting member man- 
agers. 

Since, however, the MPA agreement 
failed to prevent default on the part 
of the organization itself, it is almost 
certain that Equity would insist upon 
the League going further and definitely 
guaranteeing any such debts. Guarantee 
would probably take the form of a bond, 
which, according to general actor senti- 
ment, would probably be in the neigh- 
borhood of 20 grand.

Free Relief Shows 
May Cause Protest 


CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—Possibility of a 
protest against what may be termed un- 
fair competition loomed this week with 
the announcement that the American 
Art Theater group, with Federal Govern- 
Ment backing, will inaugurate a series 
of stage productions which are to be 
free to the public. No protests against 
the scheme have yet been made, but 
theater men and the local Equity office 
have taken cognizance of the statement 
that after several weeks’ presentation in 
a city park, the company will move to 
a Loop theater for an indefinite stay. 
Should the free shows continue in the 
Loop spot, it is probable that protests 
will be made to Washington. 


Hailed as an unique venture in the 
history of the American theater, the 
project will be launched Tuesday night, 
September 3, in the Hamilton Park Au- 
ditorium, 72d street and Eggleston ave- 
nue. There the stage productions will 
be presented for five weeks, after which 
the company will move to the Mlinois 
Theater, in the Loop. The plan, it is 
understood, is to present the shows free 
for 10 weeks, five weeks of which would 
be at the Loop spot. After that time 
an admission fee of 25 cents for adults 
and 10 cents for children would be 


made some weeks ago in these columns, 
was organized in Minneapolis last year 
and is being operated as a two-year ex- 
periment. It has been endowed with a 
grant from the Co-Operative Division, 
Department of Public Works. At the 
termination of the trial run of two years 
the government will study the results of 
the venture with a view to instituting 
similar co-operative theaters in various 
States and the bestowal of grants on ad- 
ditional worthy theater groups. 

Members of the American Art Theater 
are professionals, 24 men and eight 
women, all of whom have had extensive 
stage experience. Robert Breen is di- 
rector of the group. First on the sched- 
ule of plays is A. A. Milne’s The Ivory 
Door. Other plays in the company’s 
repertory are Goethe’s Faust, Martin 
Flavin's Amaco and Shakespeare’s Ham- 
let and Romeo and Juliet. Prominent 
in the company are Warren Douglass, 
Dorothy Kennedy, Robert Shrewsbury, 
Earl Driscoll, Wilva Davis, Arthur Peter- 
son, William Uhl and Charles Lum. 

Use of the Illinois Theater has been 
donated to the group. 

It was originally announced that tick- 
ets for performances of the American 
Art Theater would be distributed only 
to people on relief, who could not other- 
wise afford to attend a theater. This, it 
was explained, would eliminate unfair 
competition to regularly established 
theaters. Change in policy may cause 
some difficulty.

FROY OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


In another part of this issue is a story telling of the deep disappointment felt 
by picture producers in the summer crop of legit shows presented this year in the 
cowbarns, chicken-coops and outhouses pressed into duty as theaters. Few if any 
of them, according to picture scouts, are fit material for the screen. The picture 
people aren't angry at that, of course—just terribly, terribly hurt. It should be so 
easy, they feel, for an author to conform to screen standards when writing a play 
for the stage. Films are ready and eager to pay him much money for his work; 
why then, they ask, does he deliberately set out to write a play which by no 
stretch of the imagination could possibly be sold to films. The film producers, 
according to the article, simply can’t understand. 


Of course they can’t. They feel, evidently, that all other branches of the amuse- 
ment field operate with the same guiding power and ultimate aim as pictures. 
That guiding power and ultimate aim rolled into one is simply money—money 
and then more morey. Naturally the picture peovie can’t understand why an 
author might want to make his play unsalable to films simply because by so 
doing he might be making it a better play. 


Imagine wanting to write a good play instead of a money-making play that 
might be sold to pictures! It’s inconceivable! 


This naive attitude on the part of the film people—this attitude 
which ovresupposes that their own dirty yellow god is the god of all 
people living—points out a grave danger that threatens the legitimate 
field. Films have backed legitimate plays extensively already, and, with the present 
dearth of play materia! for the screen, such backing will probably increase. With 
minds that cannot understanad dramatists writing for any other reason than 
picture sales, film people will undoubtedly insist upon plays that can be made 
into movies. That outlook is depressing. If they are allowed to take an extensive 
shold upon the fieid, they will bastardize and emasculate legit as they have already 
bastardized and emasculated films. They will try to turn legit into the same 
popular claptrap as pictures. That, of course, is ridiculous. 


With its great masses of patrons drained off the bottom by the screen, legit 
now caters to an intelligent and tasteful minority. Thanks to films, which have 
‘stolen 99 per cent of the customers (all from the bottom) legit may now appeal 
to small but knowing audiences. a trend which is becoming more and more 
marked each year as a glance at the list of legit successes will prove. To have 
such a field administered by people who are habituated to the cheap, tasteless, 
sleazy and boob-startling production of films for the mob trade would be a 
catastrophe. 

It’s all right to take picture money as backing, if the producer is allowed a 
free hand in the choice of material. But to be restricted to choice of only those 
plays which might conceivably be made into films would be fatal to playwrights, 
to producers and to the theater as a whole. The Dramatists’ Guild would be 
turned into a group of scenario writers, hacking out their cheap potboilers with 
the sleazy emotional reactions of Tilly Zilch forever in mind. The Tilly Zilches, 
fortunately, were driven from the legitimate field when legitimate prices went up 
and pictures came thru with the flood of tripe and terror that Tilly loved. 

At least one amusement field should be allowed to remain almost an art.

Authors To Fight 
Duffy Bill Return 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Playwrights 
are readying a fight to swing sentiment 
against the Duffy Copyright Bill, which 
was in the House Patent Committee 
when Congress adjourned. Committee 
may report it out when Congress re- 
convenes, but dramatists and authors 
hope by that time to swing enough 
sentiment against it to have it killed 
in committee or else defeated on the 
floor. It has already passed the Sen- 
ate. 

Writers are against the measure on 
three counts In the first place, they 
claim, it would permit foreign authors 
to sue for copyright infringment up to 
a grand whether or not piece was reg- 
istered, while natives would have to 
register everything. In the second place, 
and more important, it would give pub- 
lishers the right to make changes in 
writers’ stuff without taking off the 
author’s name, en indefensible pro- 
cedure. Finally, it would mean the loss 
of renewal rights to the heirs of the 
writer. 

Originally it also contained a clause 
which would prevent a writer from 
seeking an injunction against exploiters 
of his work, butt the Senate managed to 
catch that one. 


Civic Op Company 
Plans 30-Week Tour 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The Civic Light 
Opera Company will add Iolenthe to its 
series of operas now current at the 
Adelphi before going off on a 30-week 
road tour of the South, West, Middle 
West and possibly New England.

Big year—709,002 total 
attendance is 2d largest 
mark—records smashed 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. =_—- 17th season 
of the St. Louis Municipal Theater As- 
sociation closed Sunday night (25) and 
attendance records show that it drew 
the second largest total in the history 
of the Forest Park Amphitheater. A 
total of 709,002 persons witnessed the 80 
performances this summer, showing an 
increase Of 8,495 over the 1934 attend- 
ance, when 82 performances were given. 
The all-time attendance record was 
established in 1933, when 713,815 people 
were present at 82 performances. The 
opere this season experienced about six 
weeks of unfavorable weather, and offi- 
cials feel that all previous records 
would have been exceeded this year had 
average weather conditions prevailed. 
Eighty-four performances were origi- 
nally scheduled for the summer season, 
of which five were called off because 
of rain. An extra Friday midnight per- 
formance of Roberta was inserted Au- 
gust 16. 

All single night attendance records 
were smashed on Sunday, August 18, 
when Roberta played to a capacity 
crowd of 14,200. All single week attend- 
ance records were also broken by the 
same show when the seven performances 
drew 71,132 people. 

Besides Roberta the presentations and 
attendance for each were: Whoopee, 
69,005; Good News, 68,019; Desert Song, 
64,967; Sunny, 64,159; Rio Rita, 61,017; 
Vagabond King, 60,292; Beloved Rogue, 
57,566; The Chocolate Soldier, 54,921 
(six performances); Cat and the Fiddle, 
52.937; Teresina, 44,571 (six perform- 
ances; Madam Sherry, 41,316 (five per- 
formances). 

Laurence Schwab was the producing 
director, and the staff included Zeke 
Colvan, géneral State director; O. J. 
Vanasse, assistant stage director; Ray- 
mond Sovey, scenic director; John Mc- 
Manus and George Hirst, musical di- 
rectors, and William Holbrook, dance 
director.

The war is‘on. Last Friday night, 
August 23, the season finally opened with 
Harold K. Berg’s presentation of a revue 
called Smile at Me, featuring Jack Oster- 
man and written chiefly by a small and 
rotund vaudevillian named Edward J. 
Lambert. The war is on, but the first 
shot fired was adud. The Pulton Theater 
corresponds to X on the diagram. 

Smile at Me, in its pre-production 
days, probably ran up a postponement 
record of one kind or another. Originally 
scheduled for the middle of July, it was 
pushed off to the middle of August. 
That date also proving a bit early, it was 
postponed until Wednesday of last week. 
On Tuesday it was decided to put it off 
until Thursday. And on Thursday after- 
noon it was finally decided to 
it until Friday. Everything can be for- 
given except the final decision to open. 

Billing itself as “a musical laugh tour,” 
it turned out to be merely a tour of 
the revue field’s Memory Lane. Every 
stale revue cliche known to man or 
sketch writer was raked up from its 


gutter and tossed slap-dash on the FPul- 
ton stage. A resume of countless revues 
from the dim and distant past, Smile at 
Me managed to combine the worst fea- 
tures of each to provide a sodden and 
dispiriting evening. To call its humors 
pedestrian woultt be to invest them with 
a motion that was not theirs. The only 
way to convey a true picture would be 
to cite instances, and that is an un- 
congenial task to a reviewer who had to 
sit thru it all once. 


The music furnished by Gerald Dolin 
was far better than the rotund Mr. Lam- 
bert’s book, and the dancing, of which 
there was a great deal, was generally 
bright and sprightly. Mr. Dolin wrote 
several numbers that turned out to be 
catchy and pleasant, while outstanding 
in the dance department was the work 
of a couple called Paul and Poppy Mears, 
who appeared in the inevitable South 
Seas number so effectively and stirring- 
ly that they made it the high mark of 
the show. Another bright spot in a 
drab evening was the amusing comedy 
dancing of Ivan Sankoff and Beth Can- 
non. Various others of the brigade of 
dancers also contributed good work. 

Singing was handled chiefly by Jesse 
Wolk, who recently won an amateur con- 
test. Judging from the evidence, ama- 
teur contests are not infallible divining- 
rods for stage talent, tho Mr. Wolk was 
hampered by the efforts of a lass named 
Gene Fontaine, who broke into his num- 
bers with some weird nasal screeches. 

Jack Osterman, a singularly unfunny 
comic, presided as an occasional master 
of ceremonies, while the rotund Mr. 
Lambert performed the astounding feat 
of making his dolorous comedy seem 
even more dolorus than it was. 

Attractive costumes, supervised by 
Dorothy Van Winkle, proved one of the 
best features of the show. 

The stagehands gave a good perform- 
ance. They weren't funny, but they 
were loud. EUGENE BURR.

All members of the chorus of a pro- 
duction do not start rehearsing on the 
same day. During the first week or so 
of rehearsal new people drift in daily. 
At the Chorus Equity office we know 
the date of the first rehearsal call, but 
it is impossible for us to know, unless 
the member registers here, the day on 
which each individual member goes into 
rehearsal. 

As this is a new ruling there is apt 
to be a lot of confusion in the payment 
of rehearsal expense money in the be- 
ginning. Therefore it is more than ever 
important that we have a record in the 
office proving when each individual 
member started rehearsing with any 
company.

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Small Town Paper Finds Bank 


Nights Boon to 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Much has been 
said pro and con regarding bank nights 
in metropolitan sectors, but Cascade (Ia.) 
Pioneer, small-town newspaper, gives the 
slant of the hinterland regarding the 
practice. 


The editorial is as follows: 

“No matter whether Bank Nights are 
declared illegal or not (technically al- 
leged to be a lottery in cases now pend- 
ing the courts), this patented scheme 
has proved to be of great benefit to the 
business life of small communities. 


“The Cascade situation is an ideal ex- 
ample. Three years ago the Cascade 
Theater was dark for the lack of anyone 
willing to take over the operation of the 
movie house and risk time and money 
necessarily involved. As a result Cascade 
streets, cafes and taverns were ghost- 
like during the mid-week and sparsely 
populated on Saturdays and Sundays. 


“More in an endeavor to entice local 
people back to Cascade for their amuse- 
ment than for the profit involved, Messrs, 
Less and Baldwin, comparatively on the 
veritable ‘shoestring,’ reopened the local 
amusement center. As far as profits were 
concerned, there just weren't any for a 
considerable period—after six months of 
endeavor they were meager. 


“Finally, thru the exhibition of good 
pictures and careful operation, those who 
enjoyed moving pictures and had been 
going other places began to patronize the 
local theater. Business picked up slightly 
on ‘show nights,’ but was not particularly 
noticeable. The change was gradual, but 
it was a change. 

“When Bank Nights were inaugurated 
several months ago by Mr. Less, now sole 
manager of the theater, the change in the 
economic life of the community has be- 
come quite pronounced. Streets are 
crowded with pecple and cars, and last 
week over 400 people attended Bank Night 
shows! 

“It’s a fundamental law of economics 
that when people come to town or leave 
their homes to come downtown, money 
ts spent and trade flourishes. Regardless 
where the business is done, as long as 
money is spent in a certain community 
every business in the community eventu- 
ally shares in the whole—another funda- 
mental law of economics. 

“The theater which operates a Bank 
Night profits very little if any until the 
awards get into the higher brackets. Up 
to that point the patronage seldom al- 
lows the theater operator more than an 
even break between profit and loss. 

“However, anent all the foregoing, this 
editorial graphically illustrates the neces- 
sity and the logic behind business co- 
operation and the good which has come 
to small communities with the advent 
of Bank Nights. 

“Bank Nights have been of value to 
Cascade merchants. Thru co-operative

David Selznick, new associate producer for United Artists, has warned the iu- 
dustry that he is prepared to raid other studios when he needs talent. This means 
a war that will bring a heap of grief to all producers. It will mean that when a 
player’s contract expires, different studios will bid for his services in the open 
market and salaries will kite. Heretofore, under a “gentlemen’s” agreement, studios 
would not bid against each other until the contract studio had first chance. {[t 
is break for the players, but a headache to producers. Will Hays will probably be 
called upon to iron out the situation, if possible.

The first $2-top picture to hit Broadway this season, Crusades, is laying an 
egg. If this De Mille epic is a criterion of what the $2 pictures are going to be, it 
is just too bad. Exhibitors who have booked this one on a high percentage basis 
are going to be disappointed. The feature is elaborate as only De Mille can make 
them, but it doesn’t have the appeal to make it worth two bucks of anyone's 
money. As a regular programer it would be okeh, but as it stands it just isn't 
there, as the gate receipts of the Astor will show. It just proves that you can 
never tell how big a picture is until the public passes judgment on it. 

* * * 

Producers are gradually becoming wise to the fact that the kids of the nation 
know good film fare when they see it and they will do considerable shopping 
around before handing over their money for a ticket. It has long been the custom 
to believe that anything that moved was good enough for the juvenile, but this 
bubble has burst, as most exhibitors know. Exhibitors will tell you, thru experi- 
ence, that special programs arranged for kids by well-meaning persons always 
fall flat. Youngsters know what they want and producers would do well to con- 
sider this vast audience. It is not necessary to play down to the American youth, 
for he will resent it. With the possible exception of ultra sophistication and dirt, 
any picture that will please the adult will please the youngster.

Every exhibitor is aware of the fact that no matter how much you ballyhoo 
a picture it will do no good if the picture doesn’t have entertainment value. You 
cannot make a bad picture any better with noise, and if a picture is good it doesn't 
need ballyhoo. For instance, China Seas, at the Capitol, without the usual stage 
show, broke the house record. At the Music Hall Alice Adams grossed $90,500 the 
opening week, and the Roxy, with Diamond Jim, played to 80,000 paying customers 
on the first three days of its run. The picture theater has outgrown the ballyhoo 
stage and it is not fair to a patron to drag him into a theater under false pretenses. 


Give the public good pictures and the box office will be the judge.

Congress Fails To 


Pass M. P. Bills 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Congress ad- 
journed without passing a single bill in 
reference to the motion picture indus- 
try, altho three different bills had been 
presented. It is considered likely that 
when the legislators meet in January 
the bills will be forced. 

The leading piece of legislation which 
was fought hard by the majors was the 
Pennengill Bill which called for the 
elimination of block booking and blind 
buying. This bill had the backing uf 
many church organizations as well as 
exhibitor groups. There is every rea- 
son to believe that when the boys get 
back home they will be asked why the 
bill did not get to the floor and will 
be urged to use their vote’ in putting 
it thru at the next session. 

Allied has been the strongest propo- 
nent of the bill, while many other in- 
dependent groups backed it in the hcepe 
of breaking up the present selling 
method. The majors feared this bill 
more than any other, their contention 
being that its passage would.make it too 
costly to sell films and that the addi- 
tional burden would be placed on the 
exhibitor and passed along to the thea- 
ter patron. 

There is a possibility that Congress- 
man Cellar, of New York, will insist 
next session on a general investigation 
of the film business from top to hottom.

CHICAGO, Aug. 31.—Work has been 
started on an extensive remodeling pro- 
gram at the Balaban & Katz Pantheon 
Theater, Sheridan road and Wilson ave- 
nue, under the direction of the archi- 
tects, Pereira, Senseney & Pereira.

Benny has a juicy role as a columnist 
of Broadway, a2 la Winchell, who devotes 
his time to finding out things about 
people that shouldn’t be printed.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 31.—A_ product 
pool consummated between the Warner 
and Loew interests here landed a severe 
blow to independent operators. Thru an 
agreement reached last week, Warner's 
Stanley and Loew’s Penn are to split with 
the best product of the season. It has 
beer further agreed that the Stanley is 
to operate with stage bills weekly, while 
the Penn is to continue with all-screen 
programs. First evidence of the pool 
was the transfer showing of MGM's 
China Seas aiter a week's run at the Penn 
to the Warner Theater. This marked the 
first MGM picture ever to play a first- 
run downtown Warner house. Further 
evidence is the playing of RKO pictures 
at the Penn, which were formerly slated 
for the Stanley. 

The only downtown opposition left is 
the independent Harris-Alvin, which is 
playing the Fox and Universal product 
The Fulton, slated to reopen last week, 
has moved its opening date back in- 
definitely, unable to get a promising 
lineup of pictures. Complaints coming 
in from independents operating neigh- 
borhood houses are based on the fact 
that the Warner and Loew interests will 
milk the better pictures dry of any 
notable drawing power before cnding 
their downtown runs. A picture which 
formerly played only one week in a 
first-run house will now be moved from 
one chain theater to the other if its 
box-office power is holding up

several of the recent develop- 
ments in connection with phenom- 
enally well received stage attrac- 
tions. For the sake of the “flesh” 
branch of the amusement industry we 
hope so. The outstanding development 
in connection with the proven drawing 
power of stage attractions was the re- 
cent stage show at Loew’s State, New 
York. Headed by Belle Baker, Lou 
Holtz and Block and Sully, this show 
rolled up a staggering gross on a day 
and date booking with “The Irish in 
Us.” Those who know the picture 
business need not be convinced by 
strong argufication that a better setup 
for a stage show to prove its worth is 
difficult to imagine. True, the stage 
show cost Loew a pretty penny, but 
so do films that break house records. 
Vaudeville can’t be quite as impotent 
from a box-office angle as the picture 
folk say if the State show achieved 
what it did. 

Good shows mean money to box of- 
fices and strong films are not needed 
to put them over. It is possible to book 
consistently good shows. Not right 
at the moment, perhaps, but as soon 
as the talent entrepreneurs are wised 
up to the demand for shows with big 
“names” and genuine entertainment in- 
gredients they will respond. At present 
there is no incentive for real attrac- 
tions in vaudeville or picture houses.

Both organizations have been meeting 


individually since last Monday night’s joint meeting. A joint meeting Was almost 


arranged Thursday night late, and a combined meeting was scheduled for 


late 


last night. Unless both parties come to an agreement, it is likely that the BAA 
will order its members out of all the Eastern theaters which have not accepted the 


new contract. The BAA exécutive board 
has also replied to the statement issued 
early in the week by the EBMA. 

Thursday afternoon the BAA received 
a wire from the EBMA stating that it 
was in receipt of a wire from Frank X. 
Silk, a BAA board member, revealing that 
the board would meet with the managers 
Thursday night, and the EBMA asked 
if Silk was authorized to send this mes- 
sage. After an executive board meeting, 
which revealed that Silk only attempted 
to act as an intermediary and not as a 
board member in sending this message, 
Phillips sent the EMBA a wire that no 
individual had any right to speak for the 
board, but that the BAA was ready and 
willing to meet with the managers at all 
times. This wire was sent at 6:50 p.m., 
and at 11:35 p.m. a wire came from the 
managers asking for a meeting. This 
came too late, as the BAA board members 
had gone their respective ways already. 
However, the few remaining ones sent a 
wire stating they would be willing to 
meet last night. 

A call to the EBMA early yesterday 
morning at the Hotel Astor, where they 
were meeting, brought a remark from 
H. K. Minsky, chairman of the managers, 
that he haa no statement to make at 
the time.

New York. 

An idea occurred to me recently which 
may be somewhat new, the establish- 
ment of a “flash” telephone system to 
increase theater interest and revenue. 
Present telephone 
facilities in 
most theaters are 
decidedly inade- 
quate. Generally 
the line is busy 
and, if one does 
connect, the serv- 
ice is short and snappy and too often 
unsatisfactory. Briefly, my idea is this: 
Form a central theater phone office, say 
with 50 telephones to start, represent- 
ing a group of theaters. 

This central office would supply im- 
mediate information, what attraction is 
playing, what picture is running, what 
time is is shown and what attractions 
will be during days of the week, what 
seats are available for current perform- 
ance and other information which the 
present system has not the time nor in- 
clination to furnish. Encouraging the 
public to secure such information 
would, beyond doubt, increase business, 
for the present service is lacking in 
many, many essentials. 

The central office could also have a 
complete mailing list with which to 
circularize certain residents with regu- 
larity. Of course, some circulars are 
now distributed, but in a haphazard 
way, and service is lacking. Some may 
say that newspaper ads are quite suf- 
ficient. These ads often appear only once 
weekly and lack detailed information. 
Many theaters have plenty of seats 
available between 7 and 9 p.m., with 
slight prospects of customers. With a 
direct service, as suggested, patrons 
would necessarily appreciate the 
thoughtfulness and desire to serve 
manifested in looking after their en- 
tertainment, and this would build up 
business. 

There would be many advantages in 
an innovation of this kind, enterprising 
managers tell me. They generally agree 
that the present phone system in the 
theater, as well as the advertising 
angle, is very unsatisfactory. More in- 
timacy should be established between 
those connected—the theater and the 
public.

@ producer of illusions, am equally 
positive that the rope trick is possible 
of performance as described. After two 
years of study and experimentation I am 
able to produce it as a brilliant stage 
spectacle by a method of refraction and 
light blocking that I believe has never 
hitherto been employed. This particular 
illusion has been attempted by a num- 
ber of magicians in the past, several 
quite recently, but each attempt has re- 
sulted in either complete failure or a 
very clumsy and unconvincing perform- 
ance. 


Following is a brief “routine” of my 
illusion: 


The stage is hung with pale yellow 
wall drapes and brillantly lighted. Over- 
head at center is an Oriental lantern 
beneath which I gradually materialize 
the fakir or magician against the light- 
curtained background. Before him is 
the basket from which the rope-climb- 
ing boy later emerges. Fakir tosses the 
basket in the air, then raises the lid and 
shows it to be empty. Basket is then 
lowered slowly until it is about three 
feet above the stage, where it remains 
hypnotically suspended. Below the 
basket the floor is plainly visible, as 
are also the bright curtains at back. 
Fakir then raises the lid of basket and 
produces first his assistant, preferably a 
young woman dressed as a Hindu youth, 
and then the boy who is to ascend the 
rope. The two are taken from the 
basket only large enough to hold one. 
Fakir then fastens one end of rope to 
metal ring in stage directly below lan- 
tern and coils it serpentwise. He then 
makes pass and repe slowly uncoils and 
ascends. When within two feet of the 
lantern the end cf the rope fades out 
and the rope stands rigid without ap- 
parent support. Boy then ascends rope 
in spotlight. When about six or seven 
feet above the stage he begins to fade 
and gradually dissolves like a mist as 


he rises into the full light that streams 
from the lantern above. 

During the development of this illu- 
sion I have had the valuable co-opera- 
tion and encouragement of my old 
friend Dr. Henry Ridgely Evans, world 
auchority on magic, and the indorse- 
ment of the Hon. W. W. Durbin, presi- 
dent of the International Brotherhood 
of Magicians. In my rope trick there 
are no concealing curtains, no “black 
spots” nor off-stage reflections. Action 
is in brilliant light.

down the valley end wiped the entire 
outfit about the grounds. The day was 
intensely hot and humid, and the big 
top was filled with people, women and 
children predominating. The ring per- 
formance was about half over when the 
cyclone struck the lot, tearing away the 
arena top and leveling the menagerie 
top. 

Just previous to the visitation the 
master of ceremonies came into the ring 
and announced that he had been ad- 
vised of a heavy wind that was coming 
down the valley, but for the audience 
not to be frightened, as there was no 
immediate danger. Several more timid 
women commenced leaving with their 
children, and after I noticed some of the 
band boys dropping down under the 
seats and ducking under the side walls 
I followed suit. I had only made my 
exit when the wind gathered me up into 
its swirling embrace and bore me across 
the field like a leaf in a storm, planting 
me securely on a high embankment 
many yards from the big top. Just 
above the lot were piles of boards which 
were taken up into the funnel-shaped 
cloud and distributed promiscuously 
around the vicinity. 

Quarter poles were swinging, people 
were tangled in the guy ropes, ele- 
phants were trumpeting, “cats” were 
screaming, children and women were 
calling for help and the scene was well- 
nigh pandemonium! It was learned 
that, while none were killed outright, 
many were sent to hospital for treat- 
ment. Among the circus people an 
equestrienne by the name of Miss Flynn 
and a ticket seller in the main ticket 
wagon were seriously injured. Because 
of the awful condition of the outfit the 
night show was called off, but the show 
went to Bloomsburg, Pa., next day, where 
a new top was sent and the night show 
was given as usual. With the principal 
equestriennes that season were Lottie 
Aymar and Rosa Lee, and Walter Stan- 
ton; with his boxing rooster; Runnells, 
Kennebel and Hugo were among the 
joeys. Prof. James S. Robinson had the 
band, while John O’Brien and William 
Ducrow were equestrian directors.

members to be beclouded by the an- 
nouncemenrt of the managers. That the 
BAA president and executive board were 
elected by the members and are looking 
after the best interests of the organiza- 
tion. And that is the only thing they 
can possibly be accused of doing, and 
that is the reason the managers don’t 
like them. 

Also, that the BAA constitution and 
by-laws state that the executive board 
should be sole judge of who should be- 
long to the BAA and that this prevents 
and does not call for any arbitration of 
membership. Purthermore, that arbitra- 
tion, the stumbling block in the con- 
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troversy, with a disinterested party sit- 
ting in, would deprive the organization 
of all its rights. 

Tom Phillips, president of the BAA, 
revealed that it seems laughable that 
the chairman of the EBMA, H. K. Min- 
sky, was one of the prime factors in the 
formation of the BAA thru issuance of 
IOU’s which have not been honored even 
up to date, and that several others of the 
managers still owe salaries to actors. He 
said that last season in dealing with the 
Indie managers individually there were 
no quarrels and they got thru the season 
with just a few minor violations which 
were adjusted satisfactorily. That the 
same condition could prevail this season 
were the managers to continue to act as 
individuals.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.--Bob Morton 
announced today closing of a contract 
by his National Producing Company, 
Inc., Philadelphia, with Rameses Shrine 
Temple, Toronto, Ont., to produce for 
the fourth consecutive year a circus to 
be held in Maple Leaf Gardens, Toron- 
to, on October 28-November 2. He said 
he considers it his big contract of the 
year. Last year in Toronto for the same 
organization his production showed to 
83,900 paid admissions. 

Show will be held in three rings, he 
said, in the largest building in the 
Dominion, with 17,000 seating capacity. 
Two platforms will be added send new 
acts and animal features will be pre- 
sented, he said. 

“I have two shows going on this year 
and will have another show the same 
week in Fort Worth, Tex., for Moslem 
Shrine Temple,” he said. “The Fort 
Worth show will follow Dallas. The show 
used last year in Toronto will be used 
this year at all Texas and Oklahoma 
spots, giving opportunity to alternate 
from year to year and give Toronto a 
complete new show. 

“Effort will be made to get away from 
routine of indoor circuses and to offer 
something different. I have engaged a 
well-known pilot and will fly between 
the Canadian and Eastern show and 
Texas and Oklahoma shows. Will leave 
Dallas Saturday morning of the closing 
day there and arrive in Toronto the 
morning of October 27 in time to get 
the show open the next day. Then will 
go back and forth between shows.” 
~ Margaret Ann Robinson, wicely known 
midget, will be the concert attraction, 
Mr. Morton added, opening at the Dal- 
las show and being taken by plane to 
Toronto for the opening, first time, it is 
believed, that a midget has made an air 
trip across the United States.

Two New York indoor plungeries have 
broken away from the barrier already, 
but then these two tanks have been 
biading for patronage all summer with 
big advertising and publicity cam- 
paigns. St. George indoor tank, Brook- 
lyn, which has been running eds during 
June, July and August, has increased 
size of its copy and rightly so, for I 
wager that many an outdoor swimmer 
who has yet to get his or her fill will 
continue swimming at the St. George. 

Then Park Central pool, which has 
been conducting AAU swim meets every 
Monday night during the summer, last 
week changed its meet date to Sunday 
afternoons. This means the tank will 
be able to have more of the big names 
competing now that outdoor competish 
is no more, and furthermore, just as 
soon as baseball is over you can bet 
the Park Central will break out in big- 
ger stories on local sports pages.

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Coney Island 
By LEONARD TRAUBE 


I was very interested in Coney Goes 
Penny Foolish, an article which ap- 
peared down the Sportlands alley of 
The Billboard of last week. In the 
opening paragraph it is stated that the 
Island is overcrowded with pin-game 
shops, “which murders the novelty.” 
With this I am fully in accord and beg 
to suggest that the Island is overe 
crowded with other units both amuse- 
ment and commercial. Bathhouses, grab 
joints, tearooms, astrologers, corn-on- 
cob shops and a dozen other congested 
enterprises. Syd Kahn introduced the 
first Fascination Game. Envious of its 
success, four similar layouts sprang up 
within two weeks. If you can imagine 
an island filled to the gills with Fas- 
cinations you can imagine what would 
happen to every one of them. This is 
only a “shining example.” 

Your reporter continues to insist that 
a@ local organization could devote itself 
to the task of controlling this type of 
frequency. It is to the detriment of 
Coney Island that no such devotion ex- 
ists. 

The article talks of penny games and 
penny cranes. Nothing could be so 
disastrous as coming down to such a 
level. “The majority of Coney spots 
look like junk shops.” Operated along 
the 10-mill route, how could they look 
otherwise, for the writer himself says 
that the overhead remains the same as 
receipts descend to one-fifth of the 
normal revenue, figured on a one-cent 
rather than a five-cent play? 


The Sportland commentator says that 
Feltman’'s Restaurant has a small game- 
land, and with this I disagree. It is not 
so small, nor do I think that the prize 
display is “small and unattractive.” 
Julius Tolces, the manager, has been in 
the merchandise business too long to 
neglect his flash. The atmosphere is 
also criticized. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the Brothers Feltman started 
gameland to give their patrons an op- 
portunity for the kind of fun which 
they might have to seek elsewhere. They 
strenuously object to the usual methods 
of game-concession operation. There ts 
nothing routine or hackneyed about the 
place. The attack on cheap and shoddy 
sportlands, penny play and violation of 
the original intent of the coin-operated 
game—that of giving away merchandise 
—is well aimed. 


Coney suffers by and with a fiendish 
sort of defeatism. Fresh money in rea- 
sonably large quantities is not being ate 
tracted. It has taken several years for 
the Boardwalk to do everything but de- 
stroy a once popular mecca and this 
year proves that the promenade, tho a 
beautiful sight and a matter of civic 
pride, is no advantage to the thorofares 
which swing off it—Surf avenue, the 
Bowery, etc. Realty values are still 
enormously exorbitant. The Walk has 
but two shows, Sammy Friedman’s Hall 
of Science and the Coney Baby Incu- 
bators. The five-cent fare is a fine 
idealistic thing, but this too has not 
benefited Coney. No one looks for pat- 
ronage from the aristocracy, but patron- 
age from hoi polloi is nil and always 
will be. The Chamber of Commerce, 
unfortunately, has done little or noth- 
ing to stem the tide of a changing 
amusement gentry. Doubtless the 
Chamber has been hampered by lack of 
co-operation from merchants, realty in- 
terests and the amusement fraternity it- 
self. It is not a single source that is 
to blame. 

In Luna there is a 10-cent show in 
which Gene Hu Gard, magician, and Doc 
Zinbad, astrologer and mentalist, divide 
honors in swell entertainment consum- 
ing half an hour or more. This attrac- 
tion should get 15 cents and a quarter, 
but it doesn’t because the Island is be- 
ing educated to pay a maximum of 10 
cents for its performing fun. The side 
shows are going for five cents. It will 
be a miracle if they are able to get 10 
cents during the 1936 season. Why not 
step up all units of admission during 
Mardi Gras Week, with an eye to next 
season?

Feats of Endurance 
By CYRIL BEASTALL 


During the present year several new 
roller endurance (non-stop and other- 
wise) records have been hung up and 
quite a few interested people are asking 
which are bona fide performances. At 
one time roller endurance performances 
were confined to continuous effort, but 
in recent years confusion has been 
caused by the coming of a new style of 
endurance skating, wherein the per- 
former takes a rest of, in some cases, 15 
minutes every hour. The actual cause 
of confusion is that the conditions un- 
cer which the performance is put up is 
rarely stated, often allowing the une 
initiated to think of it as done under 
non-stop conditions. 

Endurance skating records are not 
recognized officially by any national 
body of note in any country, 
which is unfortunate, but altho records 
are unofficial that does not mean 
that there is no such thing as @ 
world champion endurance skater, for 
majority of endurance performances are 
supervised by responsible persons and 
represent a definite achievement. 

Recent feats by Binns in England and 
Rau in America are not put up under 
non-stop conditions, but the fact has 
never been clearly pointed out to those 
not in the know; both these men per- 
form under much easier conditions than 
the actually continuous skaters, 

There is no desire to belittle the per- 
formances of the newer style of endur- 
ance skater of whom “Iggie” Rau would 


seem to be the most notable at present, 
but it is suggested that the conditions 
under which they perform be made fully 
known so as to allow all to analyze the 
true worth of their achievements. Rau 
claims to have skated 261 hours, but 
under what conditions is not generally 
known. It is supposed he did his latest 
feat under similar conditions to those 
under which Arnold Binns clocked 206 
hours in Rushden, England, some 
months ago. 

As matters stand there is something 
clearer cut about the feats of non-stop 
endurance skaters and Most interest 
would seem to be centered around their 
activities at present. The world’s non- 
stop record time has been nearly trebled 
in last five years. Early in 1930-’31 the 
unofficial record stood at just over 57 
hours and Billy Wetherall, Warrington, 
England, was first over here to better 
that time by clocking 58:30. The 
1931-’82 season saw a craze for endur- 
ance skating sweep South African roller 
rinks. Boy Wood created something of a 
sensation by skating without cessation 
for 65%, hours at the age of 15. 

In September, 1931, L. Grobler skated 
for 79 hours 25 minutes in Rialto Rink, 
Bloemfontein, S. A., without pause, 
which was over seven hours better than 
Wetherall’s record of a few months 
earlier. In November of the same year 
Arnold Binns, of Hebden Bridge, Eng- 
land, at the age of 47, made an attempt 
to regain the record for his country, 
but, after going strong for 60 hours 12 
minutes was forced to retire, owin; to 
swollen feet. Early in 1932 Billy Weth- 
erall set up new English figures of 74:06 
in Southend, which was beaten by 
Binns in the following April, skating 
non-stop for 74:38. Just prior to Binns 
setting up a record for England, Wally 
Buckenfield had bettered the world’s 
record by keeping the wheels going con- 
tinuously for 80 hours 5 minutes in 
Main Street Rink, Johannesburg, S. A. 
May, 1932, saw America take the record 
in convincing style, “Fritz” Stoppelbein 
clocking 100 hours in Charleston, 8. C. 
Later in the same month Harold 
Phoenix, of Warrington, England, a new- 
comer, brought the English record to 
80:10, claiming the world’s record, un- 
aware that Stoppelbein had done consid- 
erably better. A few months later Weth- 
erall regained the English title with a 
time of 86:10 in Warrington. 

Early in the 1932-'33 season Phoenix 
was on the job again, skating without 
pause for 100 hours 2 minutes to break 
the world’s record by small margin. No- 
vember, 1932, saw Wetherall regain the 
world’s title with 100:25, which held 
good for six months, until he improved 
upon it by 19 minutes in Ritz Rink, 
Liverpool. At commencement of the 
following season Walter Miller, Portland, 
Ore., gave the world’s record back to 
America by skating continuously for 
112 hours 41 minutes in King Park, 
Tacoma, Wash. 

Toward end of 1933 Wetherall came 
into the picture again with a new rec- 
ord of 113:04. In February, 1935, the 
figures were put up to 129:30 by Weth- 
erall, but three months later Walt Mil- 
ler astonished everyone by clocking 147 
hours at age of 76, a worlad’s record 
which still stands to the time of writing.

Roller skating seems to be coming in- 
to popular vogue again if it can be 
judged by the number of summer rinks 
which dot the highways and byways 
and amount of business being done. 
Just before Decoration Day I left Coates- 
ville, Pa., on a scouting trip thru North- 
ern Pennsylvania and Ohio and en- 
countered any number of summer or 
outdoor rinks. 

Altho too early to talk of big business, 
I found enough evidence to justify the 
prediction of a good summer. I was 
particularly interested in the neat 
building erected by Mr. Griffith on the 
highway near Delmont, Pa. He has fine 
equipment and the building is ideal for 
skating or dancing. In addition, he 
maintains a very nice picnic grove. He 
operates summer and winter and as- 
sured me he was satisfied with business. 

Some miles distant is Burk’s Glenn 
Park, which has a very nice rink and 
which I was told later did a splendid 
business after Opening Decoration Day. 
Near Holland Springs, O., I stopped at 
a rink, an ideal spot. About a mile or 
two from this place and off the high- 
way I found an old friend and a very 


neat and well-appointed rink being 
operated by Earl Donaldson, formerly 
connected with C. V. Park in New Ken- 
sington, Pa. He had just opened and 
said prospects for the summer looked 
mighty good. 

Every place I visited managers seemed 
sure of a good summer. In Southwest 
Peunsylvania, where I finally located in 
Shady Grove Park, between Connells- 
vile and Uniontown, business was only 
fair. Severe storms swept this territory 
daily and it was utterly impossible to 
predict any kind of business. In addi- 
tion, the financial condition of the peo- 
ple, largely miners, had its effect. Un- 
fortunately, I took over one of those 
rinks that had been badly managed the 
previous season. About everything had 
been allowed, from wearing hats on the 
floor, smoking on the floor and skating 
any old way. 

Near-by Connellsville had a 20-cent 
rink where these customs were allowed 
and one can imagine my difficulties. I 
left there about August 10, and after 
enjoying a two-day visit with C. V. Park 
in New Kensington went into Pittsburgh 
and inspected “Hy” Ruhlman’s two large 
rinks on Penn avenue, one being closed 
during summer. 

Here I ran into what I always thought 
was the impossible, and, bear in mind, 
the mercury was in the 90s the day I 
got ther Ruhlman is packing them in 
his Lexington Rink and, due to the 
peculiar construction of the building, it 
is as cool and comfortable as any out- 
door rink. Residents of the district go 
there as spectators and skaters to avoid 
the terrific heat. The night I was there 
the crowd was so large that the grand 
march was sKated in fours, it being 
utterly impossible to stage it with 
skaters two abreast.

A. R. Corey, fair manager, reported 
about a 40 per cent gain in grand-stand 
attendance and revenue over that of 
last year. 

On the midway R. L. Lohmar, of the 
United Shows of America, said receipts 
up to Friday were 60 per cent above 
last year’s total of $21,000. 

Weather during the fair was ideal, 
except for a few hours’ rain the morn- 
ing of August 29. Attractions were in- 
creased, including several free acts, and 
premiums for exhibitors were boosted 
$21,000. Iowa farmers are more pros- 
perous and had plenty of cash to spend.

Sixty in N. C. Get 
License Exemption 


RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 31.—Sixty fairs, 
88 county and 22 community fairs, 
operating in North Carolina this year 
have been exempted from license taxes 
on shows and amusements under pro- 
visions of a 1935 General Assembly law. 

Approval of county fairs carries with 
it the unrestricted privilege of amuse- 
ments, including carnivals, without li- 
censes. Approval of community fairs 
allows the use of riding devices, refresh- 
ment stands and sale of novelties, but 
does not permit carnivals. 

The list was approved by a special 
committee, consisting of President J. S. 
Dorton, North Carolina Association of 
Agricultural Fairs; State Commissioner 
of Agriculture W. A. Graham, and Dean 
I. O. Sehaub, State College Extension 
Service. The State fair at Raleigh is not 
included in the list, but among those 
exempted are fairs to be conducted by 
Norman Y. Chambliss in Greensboro, 
Clinton, Rocky Mount and Williamston. 


Butler, Pa., Records Broken 


BUTLER, Pa., Aug. 31.—Night crowds 
exceeded day crowds for the first time 
at Butler Fair and Exposition on August 
21-24, said Charles H. Barnhart, conces- 
sion manager, when gate attendance and 
midway gross broke all previous records. 
He highly praised attractions of the 
Cetlin & Wilson Shows. Grand-stand 
show, presented day and night, was 
booked independently. All exhibit space 
was taken, and the fair was declared 
most successful in history of the asso- 
ciation. 


Toronto’s Attendance Runs 46,000 
First Four Days Above ’34 Period 


TORONTO, Aug. 31. — With ideal 
weather the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion, August 23-September 7, set a new 
Children’s Day record on Monday with 
185,000 paid admissions. The 350 acres 
were stormed by tens of thousands of 
youngsters and at close of the day 2,261 
children had been cared for at the lost 
children’s building.

All available space was contracted and 
many exhibitors were disappointed. Fred 
Wilson, CNE publicity manager, said 15 
per cent of exhibitors are new this year 

“We were agreeably surprised when we 
looked at our sales lists,” said one ex- 
hibitor. “People are not buying 10-cent 
sizes, but are buying 50 and 60-cent 
sizes.” 

In the horticultural building many en- 
tries were turned away because of lack 
of space., John F. Clarke, superintendent 


of the building, said there are the great- 
est number of entries in history of the 
exhibition. 

The pretentious grand-stand show is 
playing to crowds as large as ever at- 
tended in the heyday of prosperity, 
averaging 25,000 to 30,000 nightly. The 
spec includes Lottie Mayer and her diving 
ballet; Will Hill’s Elephants; Great Sieg- 
fried, ski jumper, and Earl Hammond and 
his Alaskan dog team. Climax is an 
elaborate skating ballet and final scene 
closes with a Jenny Lind revue. Spec- 
tacular displays are by the Hand Fire- 
works Company. 

Rubin & Cherry Exposition’s business 
on the midway indicates a big increase, 
despite the handicap of a new tax put on 
by the provincial government, which is 
2 cents on 5 to 25-cent tickets, children’s 
tickets exempted. Fair officials have been 
in conference with Premier Hepburn to 
have passes exempted from this tax. 

Rudy Vallee and company are taking 
the CNE by storm, with turnaways every 
night.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 31—An attend- 
ance of 258,578 for first five days of the 
a5th Wisconsin State Pair, which opened 
on August 24, gave indication of a record 
seven-day event. Ideal weather helped 
boost this total to almost 31,000 above 
the figure for the same number of days 
last year. Opening-day attendance was 
33.171, which included 8,024 veterans 
and their families admitted free. First- 
day attendance last year was 31,691. 


Sunday’s mark was 79,553 paid admis- 
sions, a new high for the Sabbath. Best 
previous Sunday, 66,512, was a year ago. 
A drizzle held night grand stand to 
about 10,000. Afternoon grand-stand 
attendance for the Central State cham- 
pionship auto races by Hankinson 
Speedways was set at 16,500. Children’s 
Day on Monday attracted 38,462 young- 
sters, as against 34,700 last year; total 
attendance for the day 63,670, compared 
with 60,167 last year.

Farmers’ Day on Tuesday had 36,439 
against 30,471 last year. Governor’s Day 
on Wednesday drew 45,745, as against

day and Wednesday performances of 
Soaring High to about 6,000 each night.

FT. WORTH, Tex., Aug. 31.—My old 
friend Will Rogers has gone over the 
river. If America ever had a No. 1 Man 
he was IT: No. 1 citizen. No. 1 show- 
man... No. 1 family man. No. 1 movie 
star. No. 1 lecturer. No. 1 humorist. 
No. 1 banquet speaker. No. 1 comedian. 
No. 1 radio star. No. 1 good-will am- 
bassador. No. 1 aviation booster. No. 1 
charitable man. 

First met Will Rogers when he was 
playing the Big Time in Detroit, about 
1915. The first time I saw him was with 
the Buffalo Bill-Pawnee Bill Wild West 
in Madison Square Garden, and he told 
me afterward he was never with any 
other Wild West show. Never will forget 
the time the Rice & Dore Water Circus 
was playing the Majestic Theater, Chi- 
cago, and we arrived from Boston with 
our tank frozen stiff and gave the mati- 
nee without any scenery. Rogers was 
on the bill and announced the act and 
put it over bigger than any one per- 
formance I ever gave in vaudeville. The 
next time he helped me out in a big 
way was while he was playing with 
Ziegfeld in Chicago, 1918. I got him to 
be a speaker at the Showmen’s League 
Banquet. And did he knock them off 
the seats! The next year he was stiil 
with Ziegfeld and was doing several bits 
in the show, besides his regular act. So 
when I asked him to appear at the ban- 
quet, he said: “Bill, I don’t know as I 
can cut it, as I am spotted so many 
piaces in the show, unless the manager 
will let me go on early and cut out my 
other stuff—you go out and ask him.” 
So I went and asked. The reply was: “I 
should say not, do you think I’m going 
to let my star out to go to any damn 
banquet?” So I went back and reported 
to Will and he said: “I’d like to go and 
the only chance is for me io wire ‘Zig- 
gie’ at Palm Beach.” He did and Zieg- 
feld wired to let him off. The next ts- 
sue of The Billboard had the only dou- 
ble boosting column editorial I ever read, 
written by W. H. Donaldson himself, and 
Will thought he did not go over so good. 
At this banquet I had the pleasure of 
meeting his missus for the first time. 
The next week Will gave a party at 
Madame Gaufanti’s, which I attended, 
and just as it got under way in pops Joe 
Keaton, and Rogers got up to greet him. 
Joe hooks his foot around Will’s neck, 
much to the horror of Mrs. Rogers. Joe 
said: “Mother and I are over at Muske- 
gon making bullets and the boys are in 
France shooting them.” Will had sent 
him $50 for a Christmas present and he 
came ‘over on the boat to thank him. I 
had the pleasure of taking him back to 
the boat in a snowstorm and locked 
him in his cabin. It was at the close 
of this season he entered pictures. In 
all the newspapers I have seen no men- 
tion of his record-breaking business at 
the Coliseum in Dallas. Tris Speaker was 
the sponsor and the night gross for this 
one-man show was over $8,000. In his 
book, Prohibition, he gave me three 
pages. Two pages more than any other 
item. Here is one of the letters I re- 
ceived from Will, on letterhead reading 
“Will Rogers, New Amsterdam Theater, 
New York: 


‘September 8, 1915. 
“Dear Bill Rice: 

“I don’t know about writing a letter 
to Albee, because I don’t know whether 
a letter from me would do any good or 
not, and I have had such bad luck 
recommending people. 

“But if you want any Fair Department 
to know what I think of you and your 
ability along that line, I can teli them 
right in this letter. 

“You would be the best man I know 
of. My Lord, if you don’t know what 
would please an audience after all these 
years you've spent around fairs and car- 
nivals in comparison with some bird 
that never gets out of his office to do it 
—why, then I am a student of Gram- 
mar. 

“So I hope you get a Department 
with them. I'll dust off the old horse 
and ropes and do an act for you. 

“With best regards to you and wishing 
you every success, 


“Sincerely yours, “WILL ROGERS,”

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Upon 
invitation of General Manager J. W. 
(Paddy) Conklin we visited Conklin's 
All-Canadian Shows, an ACA memoer, 
Thursday of last week at Peterborough 
Ont., where they were playing the 
Peterborough Industrial Exhibition. The 
first time we had ever seen the show 
and we were pleasantly surprised to 
find that it not only came up to our 
expectations but exceeded them. On 
the day of the visit the personnel of 
the show was saddened by the untimely 
death of Daniel C. McCafrey, night watch- 
man, who was drowned on the day of 
the show’s arrival in Peterborough. 


We were pleased to note that, con- 
sidering the size of the community, the 
fair rated very well with fairs in larger 
cities elsewhere and gave the show an 
opportunity for good business. Keen 
interest in the aftairs was indicated by 
the presence of Roland Denne, mayor 
of Peterborough and president of the 
Exhibition, who tho ill at the time was 
present every afternoon and evening. 
The show was afforded a large amount 
of newspaper space thru the efforts of 
Roly Glover, manager of The Petcr- 
borough Ezaminer; E, F. Mason, first 
vice-president of the Exhibition, and 
L. P. McGillen, of The Toronto Telegram. 

Outstanding among the attractions 
Was a double-bodied live baby and a 
handwriting analysis concession con- 
ducted by Augustus Kingsley. On the 
average found that shows and rides were 
operating at a higher price than in the 
United States, 15 cents being about the 
minimum.

way gross increased, according to advice 
from Carleton Collins, press representa- 
tive for the show, who provides other 
points of the engagement as follows: 

Thursday, the “big day,” started slow 
but business picked up in afternoon and 
at night. After the night grand-stand 
show there was a crowded midway and 
the shows and rides had heavy play. 
Friday, usually an off day, proved a sur- 
prise, the gate receipts going thousands 
over last year and the midway profited 
accordingly.

Florida 


We challenged the Plorida Commis- 
sion, as stated in last week's issue, to 
offer reciprocity with Ohio and this 
brought the following letter to offer 
reciprocity under date August 16: 


“We have endeavored for some time 
to get reciprocity with Ohio for free 
movement of household goods and even 
after Ohio failed to enter into an agree- 
ment we did not police Ohio vans until 
Florida household goods carriers were 
arrested in Ohio and required to pay 
a fine in addition to purchasing Ohio 
license. The United States Supreme 
Court has held that each State has the 
right to enforce its police regulations 
and it is our duty to see that these are 
complied with under the law. We have 
tried to avoid controversies with other 
States by offering to reciprocate and 
feel that this is as far as we can go. 
If we are to be criticized for reasonably 
enforcing the law in your publication, 
that, of course, is in your power. 


“(Signed) Florida Railroad 
Commission, 
“Lewis G. Thompson,  Sec’y.” 
According to L. A. Snitzer, of the Ohio 

Public Utilities Commission, Ohio has 
endeavored several times to reciprocate 
with Florida and it was Florida that re- 
neged. Ohio certainly will reciprocate 
with Plorida, provided full reciprocity 
is guaranteed by Florida. 


This department suggests that Plorida 
draw up an agreement and we shall en- 
deavor to get Ohio to do likewise, each 
State to submit its agreement to the 
other. This would permit the two States 
to reserve certain sovereign rights, al- 
lowing reciprocity to be carried on with- 
out interference. Ohio will accept any 
reasonable request and we trust that 
Florida will do likewise. We choose not 
to enter into any controversies, but it is 
our desire to obtain some agreement of 
a friendly nature. 


The Florida commission sems to he 
under the impression that this depart- 
ment intends to criticize it for previous 
acts which it instituted against certain 
persons. Our only desire is to obtain 
the facts and these are exactly what will 
be published. We do claim that the 
Florida commission is responsible for 
allowing its officers to take undue ad- 
vantage of Northern citizens. The com- 
mission’s influence is sufficient to put 
a stop to the cheap methods or practices 
of county and State officers who favor 
local business. But the commission is 
probably not interested in protecting 
Northern citizens. 


Showman Now a J. P. 


On June 29 last this department re- 
ceived a letter from A. Dornbrack, jus- 
tice of the peace of Stillwell, Okla. 
Thru an oversight we failed to get this 
letter into the column. Mr. Dornbrack 
is one justice who is clear-minded and 
appears to feel that his profession is 
unfair to the motorized shows. For 19 
years he was with carnival companies, 
known as Mike Dorn. He spent eight 
years with Zeidman & Pollie and says 
that his feet itch now.

In an editorial in The Archbold 
Buckeye of August 21 Taylor had the 
following to say about Rogers, in part: 
It was back in 1904 that the writer first 
met Will Rogers.

He was working with the Muthalls in Cum- 
mings’ Wild West Show and Indian Congress 
at the World’s Fair in St. Louis. Will, who 
was part Indian, and proud of it, was spon- 
sored by the family of Miss Lucile Mulhall, a 
noted cowgirl and famous rider of that day. 
Rogers was on speaking terms with about 
all the inhabitants of the Midway at the ex- 
position, and promised at that time to become 
a great spieler and ballyhoo man. He could 
tell such interesting stories about the Indians, 
their arts, customs, manners and beliefs, 
spiced with harmless humor and poignant 
pathos, that visitors to the Indian Congress 
considered him the feature of the exhibit. 
Rogers had so much natural energy that he 
just went out and found places where he was 
wanted. 
It is probable that his desire to do things 
and go places made him the most noted 
patron of the airplane lines.

Iowa Judge Scores 
High License Fees 


OTTUMWA, Pa., Aug. 31.—An ordinance 
and two sections of the local municipal 
code relating to peddling and to tran- 
sient merchants were declared invalid 
here recently in a decision handed down 
by Judge A. R. Swartz in city Police 
Court. 

In his decision the Judge declared that 
cities may regulate by ordinance the 
operations of transients and peddlers, but 
they cannot exact a license fee in re- 
straint of trade, neither can a license 
fee amount to a tax. He said that license 
tees may be exacted to cover the cost of 
issuing the license and the cost of super- 
vision of the business only. 


The declaration said the transients 
and peddlers coming in to the city had a 
right to the protection of the law and 
cannot escape paying for that right the 
same as any other citizen, but the 
amount paid, thru means of a license, 
must be reasonable. . 

The Judge specifically declared: 


We must bear in mind that cities cannot 
by ordinance exact high license fees by which 
home merchants may be relieved of trouble- 
some competition. Every man must be as- 
sured protection in his natural right to acquire, 
possess and enjoy property. This necessarily 
includes the right to buy, sell and exchange, 
and a tax or license which shall operate as a 
prohibition or a burden of magnitude sufficient 
to render the rights valueless the courts will 
not uphold.

One of the cleverest prize- 
candy - package and coupon - deal 
workers I ever met is H. P. Faris 
Jr., who has been in the business 
for 25 years and who boasts that 
“depressions” are the pets of the 
“cry babies,” who cry even in 
good times. Faris admits that the 
sailing has been tough for the 
past three years, but says one has 
to hammer away harder than 
ever, and if one uses his “noodle” 
properly and the right amount of 
“energy” he is bound to come up 
on the right side of the ledger. 

The last time I saw this boy 
was around Mayfield, Ky., the old 

-home town, and at the time he

consideration when writing material, for 
it is from the movie coffers that most 
of the big money comes. The summer 
crop has run toward sophistication and 
considerable dirt. The screen is nearly 
fed up on sophistication, and dirt is out 
entirely. Authors do not seem to have 
kept abreast of the demands for picture 
material. 

The situation as it now stands is con- 
sidered likely to cause picture producers 
to go into stage production in a bigger 
way than ever, for picture material is be- 
coming more and more scarce and the 
stage has always been a good source 
until recently. Producers feel that when 
@ play is staged it is much easier to 
visualize it as screen material than in 
story form. 

Heretofcre almost every hit or near- 
hit play on Broadway has found its way 
to the screen, even tho in many in- 
stances it was changed radically in order 
to make it conform. Now, however, the 
scouts can’t see how the majority of the 
plays scheduled for Broadway can pos- 
sibly be adapted to pictures. 

An an indication of the dearth of ma- 
terial, Children’s Hour, which deals with 
lesbianism, is being adapted to pictures 
by the simple process of making two 
girls in love with the same man. Just 
how the affair will turn out will be 
watched with interest. 

Picture people are willing and anxious 
to pay huge sums for material and are 
ready to bid against each other in the 
cpen market. This being the case, the 
picture producers cannot understand the 
attitude of writers in shaping their ma- 
terial. 

All in all, the studios are consider- 
ably worried by lack of plays and they 
may be driven to producing their own 
plays in a big way in order to find ma- 
terial. They feel that the cost of pro- 
ducing a play would be much cheaper 
than buying the rights to a stage hit. 

With most of the successful writers 
now on Hollywood pay rolls there are few 
left to contribute to the legitimate stage 
and this has helped to bring about the 
acute shortage.

ting them, and the stagehands’ move, in 
that respect, plays direct into Equity’s 
hands. For, with both organizations 
demanding an extra eighth, there is no 
chance of one of them rescinding the 
order until the other does. It looks like 
a deadlock. 

Demand of stagehands (Theatrical 
Protective Union No. 1) was precipitated 
by action of Harold K. Berg, producer 
of Smile at Me, revue which opened at 
the Fulton Theater last Friday (23). 
This Thursday Berg announced that his 
show would play Sunday performances, 
despite the extra eighth demanded by 
Equity, dropping Monday night per- 
formances and starting the Sunday 
schedule September 8. 

James J. Brennan, president of TPU 
No. 1, announced the stagehands’ action 
yesterday, one day after the Berg an- 
nouncement. He says that the stage- 
hands are still sympathetic toward Sun- 
day shows and want to play them, but 
that they must protect their position 
and allow no discrimination. 

“If the actor, who stood out em- 
phatically against Sunday shows, is go- 
ing to be paid double time,” Brennan 
said, “I am going to stand out for dou- 
ble time. We're willing to go along with 
what we've been getting if people who 
opposed Sunday shows will play along. 
I will not allow this union to be dis- 
criminated against, since we were and 
still are in favor of Sunday shows.” 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, executive ad- 
viser of the League of New York Thea- 
ters, threw the blame for the stagehands’ 
action directly upon Equity, indicating 
that the managers’ contention that 
Equity had defeated Sunday shows sin- 
gle-handed was being borne out by 
events. Frank Gillmore, Equity presi- 
dent, had no comment to make on the 
stagehands’ action. 

Smile at Me’s Sunday plans were 
abandoned as soon as the stagehands’ 
demand was announced. While double 
salaries for the actors might have been 
possible, Berg said, double salaries for 
both actors and stagehands are out of 
the question.

ter staffs, except for actors, musicians 
and wardrobe attendants, it never made 
any real attempt to assert its jurisdic- 
tions. When the NRA came along the 
BSEIU jumped in and tried to organize 
service staffs in key cities, including New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta, Cleveland, St. 
Lovis and San Francisco. In Chicago it 
has successfully organized the theater 
janitors. A strike here last year failed 
and the charter was revoked by the inter- 
national. Walter Knickman, who took 
over the new local charter, attempted to 
reorganize the local, but failed and has 
closed his office. He is now trying to 
organize Westchester service staffs. There 
were usher strikes in Cleveland, Atlanta 
and other cities last year, some of them 
being run by independent locals.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.— With the 
summer doldrum period fast drawing to 
a close, capital city operators and dis- 
tributors are looking forward with 
much optimism and enthusiasm toward 
the fall pickup. Alteration and re- 
decoration plans and programs are well 
under way, and the coin-machine busi- 
ness in general is starting to hum with 
activity in preparation for the cooler 
days when customers prefer the warmer 
amusement centers to the chill autumn 
days outside. 


Many of the operators, and distribu- 
tors as well, contacted by this corre- 
spondent feel, however, that the com- 
“Ing season calls for some new types of 
games. It is a well-recognized fact that 
the life and popularity of the pinball 
game lies not only in its attraction from 
the standpoint of a medium thru which 
to express the natural urge for competi- 
tion, but from the standpoint of novelty 
as well. The crying need for this section 
of the country therefore seems to be for 
newer and better games. 


The old games are still played, but 
it is the new one fhat attracts most of 
the attention in the majority of capital 
city skill-game centers, and it is for 
this reason that most of the operators 
here feel that new games to start the 
new fall season would both result in 
larger profits and continue to keep the 
popularity of the pinball game on the 
increase. 


At Joe Rose’s Ninth Street Novelty 
and Amusement Center it was learned 
thru. Manager Louis Housenick that, 
despite the past dull summer months, 
business is still moving along actively 
with little drop. The 40 coin machines 
now operated, however, will be crowded 
a little closer when alterations and re- 
stocking take place in a week or two to 
prepare for the real serious business of 
the fall and winter months. 


“We are going to expand and re- 
decorate the entire place,” Mr. House- 
nick told The Billboard correspondent, 
“and I suppose Mr. Rose intends doing 
the same thing in the four other stores 
he now operates.” 

Asked if he had noticed any particular 
drop during the summer, Mr. Housenick 
said that whatever drop there was had 
been slight, but that he was more than 
optimistic about the coming months 
when the people returned from summer 
resorts and camps. 

“June business,” Mr. Housenick con- 
tinued, “was almost doubled, which I 
consider a good sign for the popularity 
of the pinball game, since most other 
businesses begin to fall off considerably 
about that time.” 

Mr. Housenick pointed out that the 
increased number of coin machines to 
be found in individual stores, such as 
Grug stores, stationery stores, cigar 
stores and others, had hurt to some ex- 
tent the business of the regular operator, 
but stated at the same time that the 
real pinball enthusiast who plays the 
game for sport will frequent the regular 
skill-game centers where his skill points 
are properly kept on record and where 
he has opportunity of playing more than 
one type of machine. 

“Some of our customers get to be real 
experts,” Mr. Housenick said. “For in- 
stance, one of our regular clients today 
had an average of two to one. When

“TI have noted with interest, tho, the 
unusual pickup in the music-machine 
end of the game,” Mr. Ross said. “These 
machines, being placed mostly in res- 
taurants and wayside taverns, have re- 
placed to a great extent the regular 
orchestra. It might also be noted that 
all these places in which music ma- 
chines are placed are potential spots for 
the pinball game as well and no little 
business has been done along this line.” 


License Commissioner

Baltimore Pingame 
Business Normal 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 31.—Pinball busi- 
ness has returned to normal again here. 
Since the recent flareup when the courts 
threatened to seize all pinball and digger 
games in Baltimore the operators ex- 
perienced quite a letdown in business, 
but since that excitement has died the 
games have resumed their normal 
amount of playing. In a number of 
cases operators report that a greater 
number of players are patronizing pin 
games, and at a faster pace today than 
ever before. 

Altho all local sportlands have tem- 
porarily closed, Commissioner Gaither 
has promised that no further action 
would be taken until the cases now 
before the Criminal Court are disposed 
with, and it will be at least another 
month before the court convenes. 

In the meantime the corner store with 
one or two machines reports that larger 
and more enthusiastic crowds are gath- 
ering at its machines, and for it 
the nickels are playing a merry tune 
as they pass thru the coin chutes. And 
thus the small operator is not only ex- 
periencing an increase in pinball busi- 
ness, but also due to the greater number 
of people visiting his store finds an 
increased turnover in other lines of 
merchandise. Local dealers also report 
a slight increase in the demand for new 
types of pinball games. 

And so until the fall, when the 
Criminal Court convenes, the pinball 
business should stay on an even and 
sure basis. However, in spite of a dis- 
mal outlook because of pressure from 
the courts, the operators are inclined to 
be optimistic in their opinions of the 
future for the pinball and digger games 
in Maryland due to the result of several 
test cases in which the juries failed to 
agree in the spring session of the 
Criminal Court.

Managing a Merchandising Route 


By C. S. AND J. A. SPOONER 
Published by the Northwestern Corpora. 
tion, Morris, IIl. 


Altho it cannot be said that the suc- 
cess of a vending machine route depends 
entirely on the locations any more than 
on the machines, merchandise or service, 
they are still very important. Because 
of this it is well to use great care in 
selecting suitable places.

Any of the above locations offer good 
opportunities if their own business is 
good. This is important, and you may 
and probably will find it hard to tell at 
first whether the customers of any par- 
ticular location consist of a large group 
of transients or just a smaller crowd of 
habitues. In the first case your business 
will be better than in the second, as 
when the same people are around a 
Place all the time they usually get tired 
of buying the same thing from your 
vender. Therefore, unless you desire to 
run more than one type of merchandise, 
it is best to pick locations where the 
crowd is constantly changing. In this 
way your machine will always have a 
fresh appeal and thus do more business. 
In the case of very “hot” locations, how- 
ever, it is sometimes a gcod idea to put 
in two or three machines with different 
merchandise in each. 


There are two ways of arranging loca- 
tions for your route. You can go out 
with a picture of the machine, a list of 
likely places and get your entire chain 
lined up before you have any of the 
equipment on hand. This method en- 
ables you to place the venders as soon as 
they arrive and thus get them working 
with no loss of time. However, if they 
should be delayed for any reason some 
location owners may lose part of their 
enthusiasm for the proposition and thus 
the spot they give you in the store may 
not be all that could be desired. This 
will cut down the take and the results 
will not be what you both have a right 
to expect. We have found the following 
method is the best. Order as many ma- 
chines. as you think you can handle. 
When your equipment arrives service 
the machines, fill about five with mer- 
chandise, put them in your car and 
place them, making delivery on the spot. 
It is a good idea to make out a list of 
likely locations and use this as a guide. 
You will save time and expedite your 
work a great deal. Proceeding in this 
manner, you will not get the venders 
placed as quickly after they arrive, but 
you will have more satisfied locations. 
This is the first step in the creation of 
a successful chain. 

The actual placing of machines is an 
art in itself. 
discouraged if you are turned down by 
likely looking places. You'll have to 
develop a sort of “sales talk” in order to 
get store owners interested. As good an 
approach as any is the statement that 
you aren’t trying to sell them anything. 
Then ask if they would be interested in 
a proposition in which they would not 
have to do any work and could still have 
25 per cent of the gross take. This will 
catch the attention of most proprietors, 
and when you have their interest your 
plan should and will put itself across. 
Briefly it is wise to continue after besand 
fashion: 


When starting do not be’ 


“Mr. Store Owner, I want to put one 
of my up-to-date, good-looking ma- 
chines in your store. I keep the ma- 
chine cleaned, filled and serviced and 
only ask you to keep an eye on it. Every 
time I come around to collect I give you 
25 per cent of the gross take (emphasize 
this). It uses very little space and, 
while it won’t pay the rent, it will help 
to pay the light bill. If the machine is 
not satisfactory after a month's trial Ill 
be glad to move it.” 


Of course, the foregoing can be 
changed to fit different conditions, but 
the idea is there to be built upon. 
There are some things about locations 
that can be best expressed by a series of 
DON’TS. Here they are: 


1. Don’t pick a restaurant. People go 
there primarily for meals and will not 
play the machine afterward. 


2. Don’t put a machine filled with 
confection in a location where bulk 
penny confections are sold. 


3. Don’t argue with a store Owner 
after you have given him your proposi- 
tion if he has refused. It will do no 
good and only cause bad feeling. Other- 
wise you might get him later. 


4. Don’t iet a machine be heavily 
slugged even if it still makes you money, 
because the next step will probably be 
breakage or robbery. Pull it. 


5. Don’t confine yourself entirely to 
beer locations, because any of those in 
the foregoing list are likely to pay very 
well. 


Machines 


There are two general types of ma- 
chines. Both of them are gravity fed, 
but in one the dispensing mechanism is 
much less reliable than in the other. 


The first variety has an arrangement 
in the base enabling a compartment of 
variable size to slide over the chute and 
empty itself when a coin is inserted and 
the lever pulled. When this sliding 
compartment snaps back under the 
opening leading to the merchandise 
space it is supposed to fill auto- 
matically. However, nuts have a habit 
of “bridging” or packing together so 
that they won’t slide and, altho several 
devices have been tried to cure this 
habit, none of them have been perfect. 
It is very important to have a machine 
that is reliable, as customers will not 
patronize a vender which does not give 
them their money’s worth, even for so 
small an amount as a cent. 


This is the reason that we have 
standardized on Northwestern Standard 
Penny Merchandisers. These machines 
are of the second type, in which the 
merchandise actually rests on the de- 
livery wheel and has no chance to 
“bridge” or otherwise jam. Also, the 
action of this vender is such that the 
nuts are delivered whole. We have tried 


many different types of equipment and 
have not been able to find another make 
which so well combines the qualities of 
low-unit cost, good looks, accessibility, 


—— simplicity and genuine sales 
appeal. 

It is not enough to have a machine 
that is simply reliable. It must also 
have that sanitary, efficient appearance 
which gets the customer to try the 
goods. 

In the last section we spoke of servic- 
ing the machines when they arrived 
from the factory and before they were 
placed on location. By this is meant 
the adjustment of the vending wheel so 
that the amount of nuts dispensed will 
be satisfactory. This is a very simple 
matter and is covered in the directions 
which come with the equipment. It is 
best to set the wheel so that it will give 
you as much merchandise as possible. 
People are very critical about the 
amount of nuts they receive and it is 
better to sell a lot more at a little less 
profit than to try and get too much 
profit and lose the business. Aside from 
this there is only the need to clean your 
venders every so often and to keep a 
mixture of graphite and vaseline (half 
and half) handy to lubricate the gears. 
Cieaning and lubricating nee@ not be 
attempted every time a collection is 
made, as there is no set rule that can 
be formulated for either action. The 
need for these atteations will vary in 
different locations. However, keep in 
mind that a clean, easily running ma- 
chine will attract the play and you 
won't go far wrong. 


Merchandise 


There is not too much to be said 
about types of merchandise. We have 
tried everything from small candies to 
both kinds of peanuts and our best 
seller is the largest, whole, hand-sorted, 
blanched Virginia peanut that we can 
buy. We get them from the Kelly Com- 
pany in Cleveland, but if that is too far 
from your territory, no doubt you can 
get the same type of product from an- 
other house. This type stays fresh 
longer than the Spanish peanut, and 
when refreshening becomes necessary it 
is a very simple matter. 


With good machines selling these 
peanuts you won’t have Many go stale, 
as they will be eaten up too fast. How- 
ever, if you should hit a bad location 
and find it necessary to refreshen some 
merchandise, here is the procedure: Get 
@ quart of Wesson’s Cooking Oil and 
put it in an iron kettle. Heat the oil 
until it is boiling. Put a cupful of stale 
peanuts in a sieve and lower it in the 
oil (making sure that the nuts are fully 
immersed) for 15 seconds. When they 
have thoroly drained spread them out in 
a thin layer on brown wrapping paper 
and resalt to taste. After cooling the 


merchandise is ready to go out again, 
and if the process is done right the | 


taste may even improve. The oil can be 
used again merely by straining thru 4 
cloth and adding a little more. 

After your chain is established try to 
time your shipments of peanuts so that 
they will come from the roaster just in

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time to take them with you around the 
route. It is well to Make these trips 
every other week. That is, in the be- 
ginning you place the venders. Two 
weeks later you should go around, fill 
and wipe the machines and make sure 
that the location owners are satisfied. 
Then in another two weeks go around 
and do that same thing, but collect at 
the same time. If you follow this rou- 
tine it will be possible to keep in touch 
with the chain better, and, in addition, 
when you give the location owner his 
25 per cent it will seem more worth 

while than if you give it to him every 
two weeks. 

If the chain is big enough always 
have the merchandise shipped in lots of 
100 pounds, as this is the lowest unit 
of weight for figuring freight rates. 
However, it is better to pay a little more 
for freight and use up the peanuts on 
each round than to have them sitting 
around and losing their freshness. 


Other Information 


A coin counter makes a handy de- 
vice which will save you much trouble 
on a collection round. It is an alumi- 
num tube so arranged that it will just 
hold 50 pennies, and the end is flared 
in order that ready-made tube wrappers 
may be used with ease. In this way you 
save the time necessary to count your 
takes by hand and then count and wrap 
the money again later. 


The handiest way to carry the few 
articles of equipment needed on the 
route is tm a brief case. If you take 
ascrew driver, pair of pliers, set of keys 
for the machines, clean towel, money 
bag and the coin counter and wrappers 
you will have everything that is essen- 
tial. On a collection round take a pad 
and pencil along so that it will be pos- 
sible to note the gross take of each 
location. 

If is a good idea to have a sort of cash 
book in order that you can keep a list 
of locations and the results from each. 
In this way you will be able to check up 
at any time and pick out the machines 
that need to be shifted. It is not neces- 
sary to number the venders, as they all 
use the same set of keys. 

On the route a can that will hold five 
pounds or more is a great convenience, 
as it is much handier to carry the pea- 
nuts and scoop into a location with it 
than to drag in a large shipping carton, 
Also, it is well to have an empty can of 
the same size available in case you have 
to dump a machine and put in fresh 
merchandise. Thus you won’t have to 
ask the location for a container in 
which to carry the stale nuts. 

If you wish to leave a vender in a 
location where there are quite a few 
Sluggers it is a good idea to get some 
little gummed stickers printed, saying: 

“WARNING” 

“It is a penitentiary offense to 
slug, cheat or damage this machine. 
This machine is protected by the 
WESTERN DETECTIVE ASSN.” 

Many times these will cure a location 
by their mere psychological effect. 

It is a good idea to start with about 
20 machines, which, with merchandise 
and other small equipment, will prob- 
ably cost around 8175-$180 at present 
prices. After these have all been placed 
in good locations there is plenty of time 
to expand your chain as you think best.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—At a huge meet 
of the Amalgamated Vending Machine 
Operators’ Association at Pythian Hall 
Louis Goldberg, president of the Pre- 
mium Exchange and Service Corpora- 
tion, which is the firm sponsoring the 
premium plan to bring about greater 
unity between the operators and public 
here, spoke before the gathering and 
won the immediate support of those 
present. Marvin Liebowitz, president of 
the organization, and Joseph Fishman, 
the executive director, also spoke in 
favor of the plan, explaining the manner 
in which it would generally help all 


operators and more closely ally the 
operators with the public. 
Presented at this meet were the 


coupons in denominations of 5, 10 and 
25 and the new 16-page premium cata- 
log which is to be distributed to every 
store in the city, as well as to those of 
the public who will ask for them. 


The catalog is a neat affair and shows 
more than a hundred beautiful pre- 
mium items, explaining that this is but 
part of the merchandise carried on hand 
by the firm. The items have already 
been proved acceptable to the public for 
regular pin-game play and also many 
new features have been added which are 
believed will further gain public sup- 
port for the plan. Operators were en- 
thusiastic over the idea and Mr. Gold- 
berg’s speech was much acclaimed, for 
it was stated that he is bringing a new 
era to the business in this territory. 


The plan has already been placed into 
action, and the larger operators are 
adopting it for their locations every- 
where. It is believed that within 30 
days the plan will be in city-wide use 
and that the players will be completely 
acquainted with it.

{utomatic Industries 
Has 6-Point Program 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 31.—Automatic 
Industries, Inc., Buffalo, will take the 
first step in an extensive expansion pro- 
cram when it formally opens its new 
display room here September 12 to 14. 
The remainder of the firm’s ambitious 
program will move along in order as 
follows. 


After the opening of its new show- 
room, the Automatic company will rush 
to completion an addition to its present 
plant in Buffalo. This will be followed 
by the enlargement of its Buffalo office 
and factory personnel. Fourth in line 
will be the revision of Its premium divi- 
sion to meet increased business. With 
that out of the way, the Automatic of- 
ficials will begin work on the organiza- 
tion of a new foreign department to 
promote foreign sales of the company’s 
Cuptor paper drinking-cup machine and 
Oasis fruit-drink machine. Sixth and 
last in the firm’s program will be the 
opening of its new plant at Gowanda, 
N. Y., for the manufacture of the cup 
and drink machine and other vending 
equipment of its own design. 


The program, it is said, will in no way 
affect the present merchandising setup 
which Automatic Industries now has 
with the manufacturers of coin-oper- 
ated amusement games. The company 
will continue to act as distributors and 
jobbers as heretofore. 

With their own advertising and direct- 
mail departments, recently inaugurated, 
company heads plan to co-ordinate their 
promotional efforts with those of the 
manufacturers to secure complete repre- 
sentation in their territory. 

Perhaps the most pretentious stride 
in the six-point program is the estab- 
lishment of the Gowanda, N. Y., plant. 
Manufacturing facilities for the Cuptor 
and Oasis machines were formerly lo- 
cated in New York and New Haven, 
Conn., but with the centralization of all 
activities, Automatic Industries claims 
it will be able to develop new models 
and effect important economies in the 
production of these lines of equipment. 

Swinging into production on the Cup- 
tor and Oasis equipment at the Gowanda 
factory will step up the plant personnel 
over the 75 per cent mark, which they 
predicted last month. 

Marketing of the company’s Cuptor 
and Oasis machines has been started on 
a conservative scale, but broader sales 
activity is anticipated soon. Opening 
of the Gowanda plant and launching of 
the Cuptor and Oasis machines mafks 
the entrance of Automatic Industries, 
Inc.. into the national and foreign 
fields. 

The Cuptor unit operates on the prin- 
ciple of a miniature production plant, 
and, in the space of two seconds, fur- 
nishes a sanitary drinking cup of pure 
sterile paper from a roll placed inside 
the machine. It is compactly con- 
structed, taking up only seven square 
inches of space. In operation, no hands 
come in contact with the cup until it is 
used. The manufacturers of this in- 
Novation boast of a list of Cuptor users 
In New York City which reads like the 
“Who’s Who” column. 

The Oasis, also in use by leading 
Eastern concerns, is an automatic drink- 
vending machine that makes a Cuptor 
Paper cup, freshly mixes the orangeade 
or grape-ola from real juice, chills it 
constantly by electrical refrigeration and 
delivers the finished ice-cold drink in 
six seconds. 

The organization hitherto has con- 
fined its sales activities mostly within 
the Middle Atlantic territory, since its 
efforts have been concentrated entirely 
on coin-operated amusement games. 

The principle offices of the company 
will remain in Buffalo, where the firm 
was originally organized. The New York 
City sales and service office will con- 
tinue to operate as heretofore. 


Little “Nap” Rides High Seas 


BROOKLYN, Aug. 31.—Bill Blatt, the 
Little Napoleon of the coin-machine 
business and president of the Supreme 
Vending Company, Inc., this city, re- 
versed his usual vacation procedure and 
Instead of leaving the city for a period 
of some weeks for his mountain retreat, 
Where he usually does Rip Van Winkle, 
he has now decided to learn what makes 
the seas so rough for the sailors on 
tormy nichts. 

He is shipping himself off on the S. S. 
Yolendam to Sydney and Halifax, N. S., 
d to more Northern waters, where he 


will be able to gaze at the icebergs in 
the moonlight and wonder on the in- 
tricacies of Mother Nature as well as 
the life of a sailor. 

The Little Napoleon has forewarned 
himself for this trip, his new export 
manager, Leo Simon, said, by taking 
with him a special ship’s rail reservation.

New York State Legal Picture 
For Annual Skill Games Meet 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—One of the 
most pressing problems that will be 
brought before the legal committee of 
the Empire State Skill Games Board of 
Trade at.its second annual ,convention, 
September 4, 5, 6, at Utica, will be the 
existing legal situation thruout upper 
New York State. 


Much work has been accomplished by 
attorneys for various organizations in 
this city, but the up-State cities have 
been left, more or less, to shift for 
themselves. The leading distributors 
and jobbers in the up-State territory 
have been defending the operators, 
whereas in this city the operators have 
usually started défense tactics thru their 
own associations, with the jobbers and 
distributors here aiding the work. 


Because of this lack of unity and 
sufficient support it has been almost 
impossible to entirely clear the situa- 
tion. Attorney Benjamin Ungerman, 
who has acted for H. W. Seiden & Com- 
pany, Inc., is to be given credit for much 
of the work which he has accomplished 
thruout the State. 


Attorney Benjamin H. Haskell and 
Theodore Blatt, as well as Emanuel 
Cohen in New York City for the oper- 
ators, have done fine work. Now with 
the additional aid of Attorney Prank 
Galgano, acting in conjunction with 
Theodore Blatt for the AMA, much fine 
work is expected to be accomplished for 
the spertlands here. 


Attorney Benjamin H. Ungerman re- 
ports that the capital city, Albany, has 
no pin games in cperation at this time. 
Attempts for temporary injunctions 
have failed time and time again. It Is 
believed that certain forces are at work 
for political profit. 


In the city of Nassau, where Benjamin 
Ungerman defended a case, the jury re- 
mained out for less than a minute, re- 
turning with a verdict acquitting a 
Rocket game. This success heartened 
the operators in this territory. 


In Amsterdam, another of the smaller 
up-State towns, Mr. Ungerman won two 
dismissals on pin games and also two 
jury disagreements. Therefore the game’ 
are as yet in operation there and other 
cases are expected to be taken up at 
later dates. 


At Malone Mr. Ungerman gained two 
victorious jury verdicts retaining the 
operation of pin games in that far 
Northern town. 

It is therefore easily pictured that 
the operators need the support of a 
strong State group and will be present 
in a body at the second annual conven- 
tion to help unify the entire State with 
the large numbers of operators from 
New York and Brooklyn so that other 
cases which are expected thruout the 
year will find immediate defense and 
will also be assured better financial 
backing than the smaller operators in 
these small towns can afford.

News From France 


PARIS, Aug. 25.—A recent article on 
Paris amusement-machine arcades is 
very interesting but is in error when it 
rates those arcades devoted exclusively 
to coin-operated phonographs as “new 
types of amusement centers,” as such 
arcades are among the most ancient in 
Paris, the writer having visited some of 
them in 1918—and they weren’t new at 
that time. Also, practically every street 
fair thruout the country for many, 
Many years has had one or more of 
these phonograph arcades on its midway. 


The article also errs in stating that 
some of these machines accommodate 
more than 40 records. It evidently is 
referring to certain phonograph arcades 
in which a panel arrangement is 
equipped with earphones, in front of 
which is a list of a large number of 
selections and an indicator. Customer 
chooses selection and indicator flashes 
number to an employee in another 
room, who places the record on a ma- 
chine, from which the music is relayed 
to the earphones. This correction is im- 
portant, as at the present time there is 
a good field in France for certain types 
of American-manufactured multi-record 
phonographs of the coin-operated type 
for arcades and in cafes and restaurants. 
Nothing to equal the modern American 
coin-operated phonograph exists here 
and there is a real market. 


As for the censoring of films in the 
coin-operated picture machines, that is 
based on the French idea of the dis- 
tinction between art and pornography. 
Nudity is not considered improper so 
long as the pose of the subject is not 
suggestive or vulgar. Many of the ma- 
chines display films of persons abso- 
lutely naked, but posed or retouched so 
as to sidestep trouble with the censor. 
Degree of “daring” nature of the films 
shown depends very much on the loca- 
tion of the machines. Theoretically 
these films are for adults only, but in 
practice they are visible to anyone with 
the price and curiosity. 

The Novelty-Automatic firm, Yenni 
and Challier, of Marseille, has been 
appointed distributor for France and the 
French colonies of the machines of the 
J. B. Seeburg Company, Chicago. 


A large coin-machine arcade has been 
opened on the Boulevard Sebastopol in 
Paris—a sMaller one on the Rue d’Am- 
sterdam, facing the Saint Lazare railway 
station. 


The coin-machine arcade recently 
opened on the Boulevard Haussman in 
Paris has flickered out. Poor location 
and mediocre installation. 


Louis Berni is shipping 40 machines of 
various types from the JAK headquarters 
in Paris to his new sportland in Juan- 
les-Piris, and is also getting additional 
machines from the JAK arcade in 
Toulon.

Par Golf Has G-M’s New 
Automatic Shuffle Board 


CHICAGO, Aug. 31—Par Golf is the 
first game on the market with G-M's 
new invention, the Automatic Shuffle 
Board, an idea which it claims is so 
new and revolutionary that it will be 
the basis for a new era in the pin game 
industry. The action of the new creation 
forms a foundation fcr an entirely new 
playing idea which can be explained 
simply by describing the play of Par 
Golf. 


There are four balls which the player 
has to shoot for the first hole. These 
four balls are likened to the average 
number of shots on a golf hole or par. 
If the player makes the first hole, and he 
practically always does, all balls shot 
that are on the playing field are re- 
turned for play on the next hole by the 
clever action of G-M’s Automatic Shuffle 
Board. The player therefore has four 
balls to shoot for the second hole. If 
he makes it, then the balls shot are 
likewise returned for play on the third 
hole, etc. The Automatic Shuffle Board 
returns all the balls on the board re- 
garcless of where they are for further 
play automatically without further 
manipulation by the player. 


The board of Par Golf is cleverly ar- 
ranged so that the hole number one is 
extremely easy to make. The second 
hole is just a little harder to make, the 
third harder still and so forth down to 
the end of the course or nine holes. A 
novel feature that the players seem to 
like is the kicker action. If all the holes 
on the playing field are missed the ball 
travels down to a kicker that shoots the 
ball back to the top of the board with 
a chance of making a hole in one or 
practically any other of the holes. A 
hole in one automatically counts as a 
hole made and all balls on the board 
are returned for further play on the 
next hole required. 


The G-M firm reports that the auto- 
matic holes-made counter has proved 
invaluable to the storekeepers in check- 
ing winning games. Altho the light- 
up rack gives the number of holes made, 
the lights go out as in all light-up games 
after about three minutes of play. The 
storekeeper can therefore verify the win- 
ning score by the holes-made indicator 
which stays set until the next coin is 
inserted. This feature is most appre- 
ciated in locations where other business 
might tie up the storekeeper’s time oc- 
casionally.
